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Froehlich tips Cornell

Republicans held onto the 8th Dis- 


trict seat in Congress by a hairline 
Tuesday, electing State Rep. Harold 
Froehlich of Appleton to succeed retir- 
ing Rep. John W. Byrnes of Green Bay. 


Froehlich told cheering supporters 


early this morning, as a night of sus- 
pense and doubt ended, that he would 
carry on in Congress "in the tradition of 
John Brynes," whom he called "a great 
congressman." 


Froehlich edged his Democratic rival, 


the Rev. Robert Cornell of De Pere, by 
some 4,194 votes m a race in which 
199,514 were cast in the district's 13 
counties. His victory margin was 52.1 
per cent. 


Froehlich has himself declared he 


would become part of the conservative 
coalition in Congress, while Cornell 
said his election would add to the 
strength of House liberals. Byrnes also 
is regarded as a member of the conser- 
vative group of Republicans and 
Southern Democrats who dominate the 
House. 


It was nearly 1-30 a.m. before the 


Appleton lawmaker, a 10-year veteran 
of the Assembly who has served both as 
Speaker and minority leader, felt secure 
enough in his lead to make a victory 
statement. Froehlich termed it "A cliff 
hanger" finish. 


In both Froehlich's headquarters in 


Appleton and Cornell's in Green Bay, 
supporters' spirits alternated between 
elation and dejection as various 
precincts reported. 


Both candidates went home before 


final tallies were in this morning, and as 
Froehlich left for home at 2 a.m. he had 
not yet received the customary 
telephone call of congratulations from 
Cornell. 


The result was Froehlich 101,854, 


Cornell 97,660, based on unofficial re- 
turns from all 399 voting precincts. 
• Cornell earned four of the 13 whole 
counties in the district, including his 
home Brown County, neighboring 
Kewaunee County, and Langlade and 
Menommee counties. 


Froehlich carried his home Ou- 


tagamie County as well as Door, 
Florence, Forest, Mannette, Oconto, 
Shawano, Vilas, Waupaca and the 
Town of Enterprise in Oneida County. 


The college youth and Catholic votes 


played a role in holding the margin so 
close, Froehlich analyzed after making 
his televised victory statement in the 
Conway Motor Inn, joint election night 
headquarters for all Outagamie County 
Republican activities 


In Appleton, Froehlich carried all 


Outagamie County wards except the 
2nd, in which he has lived for less than 
two years, and he said he won by mar- 
gins smaller than he had expected in 
numerous other wards including the 
8th in which he had lived during most 
of his tenure as the city's Assembly 
representative. 


He said early inspection of returns 


showed the wards m which large 
Catholic congregations are located 
voted more heavily than others for the 
candidate-priest, 
and Froehlich at- 


tributed his loss of his present home 
ward to its population of Lawrence 
University students. 


"College youth voted for McGovern 


and Cornell," he said, adding that he 
suspects an anlysis of voting patterns 


elsewhere in the district would show 
the same. Cornell also carried De Pere, 
his home and the home of St. Norbert 
College, the Catholic-founded college 
at which ie is a professor. Froehlich is a 
Lutheran. 


The outcome was the closest a 


Democrat has come to winning the 
district's seat since John Brynes' first 
race 28 years ago. His predecessor in 


Congress, the late La Verne Dilweg, was 
a Democrat. 


But it was Cornell's second race and 


he had given Byrnes one of his toughest 
fights in 1970. Before the results were in 
Tuesday night, at a point when Cornell 
looked like a possible winner, he told a 
reporter prophetically, "I consider this

OSHKOSH —Rep. William A. Steiger 


had expected a closer race. Certainly 
not the overwhelming victory margin 
that Sixth District voters gave him

Tuesday, sending him back to a fourth 
consecutive term in Congress. 


He carried all ten counties in his 


district and came away with 65.5 per 
cent of the vote with most of the 
precincts counted. 


Steiger's margin over his Democratic 


party rival, Menasha Mayor James 
Adams, was 130,099 votes to 63,314. The 
American Party candidate, Mrs. Valeria 
Sitter, received 4,360. 


"Hard work paid off," said the 34- 


year-old congressman who now gets a 
chance to return to his spot on the 
House Education and Labor Committee 
for the 93rd session of Congress. 


It was not the largest Steiger victory 


margin. He won with 68 per cent of the 
vote in 1970 But it still surprised him 
because of new district boundaries that 
had added five new counties, including 
Democratic Manitowoc, to the district, 
and had subtracted two others that had - 
always given Steiger good victory 
margins. 


"My opponent blew it," he observed 


early Wednesday morning, as the last 
of the returns were being watched by 
the few Steiger supporters still remain- 
ing 
at 
his 
Oshkosh 
campaign 


headquarters. 


Steiger's victory margin was with all 


but one voter precinct in the district 
reporting. Mrs. Sitter's total was more 
than double what the American Party 
congressional candidate in this district 
received in 1970. The 4,360 votes was 
with 98 per cent of the -precincts 
reporting. 


"The apparent sole motivation of my 


opponent was destruction and smear," 
observed Steiger, and "voters have 
reacted to that kind of a campaign." 


Adams had attacked Steiger for his 


involvement with two Arizona land 
sales firms that were scheduled for 
hearings before a federal agency res- 
ponsible for preventing fraudulent 
sales activities among firms engaged in 
interstate land sales.

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (AP) - George 


McGovem's long day's journey ended 
at 10:37 Tuesday night in cheers and 
tears for a desperate odyssey that 
produced the penultimate but not the 
ultimate miracle. 


The tall man from South Dakota, 


as mute and earnest as the day he 
started 22 months and 300,000 miles 
before, gave up his quest for the 
presidency in a grim old arena used 
for livestock shows and dances. The 
next scheduled attraction is Grand Ole 
Opry. 


They were shouting "We want 


George" louder and more passionately 
than ever when he appeared on the 
platform to announce that the fight 
was over. The man who was rated 
lowest in the polls when he started, 
the man who was able to come from 
nowhere to beat 11 other Democrats 
for the nomination, was not, it turned 
out overwhelmingly, the man who 
could beat Richard Nixon. 


As usual, McGovern was composed 


in defeat He stood before a semicircle 
of family. Four daughters were 
fighting a. losing battle against tears. 
His wife, Eleanor, was barely holding 
her own. 


"Congratulations on your victory," 


McGovern told President Nixon in a 
telegram the crowd had long dreaded 


hearing. "I hope in the next four years 
you will lead us to a time of peace 
abroad and justice at home. You have 
my full support in such efforts." 


"Do not despair of the political 


process," McGovern told his des- 
pairing young 
campaign workers, 


many ot whom had been told the 
same thing in 1968 — the year Robert 
Kennedy was killed and Eugene 
McCarthy was defeated. 


It was Adlai Stevenson whose 


example had inspired George 
McGovern to leave the comfortable 
abstractions of college teaching for 
the hand-to-hand combat of politics 
And it was Adlai Stevenson who 
McGovern recalled tonight, Stevenson 
who in defeat remembered Abe Lin- 
coln's story about the boy who 
stubbed his toe but was too old to 
cry and too hurt to laugh 


"The presidency belongs to 


somebody else," McGovern said, "but 
we'll shed no tears. I'm positive our 
efforts will bear fruit for years to 
come " 


"Seventy-six' Seventy-six1" his sad 


but still yearning audience shouted 
But they would not get George 
McGovern four years from now, he 
has said he will not run again for 
president, and seems to mean it 


When did George McGovern first 


realize what the rest of the country 
seemed to know — that he^ would 
lose? To the end, all his publiV state-

ments were bravely optim'stic. But 
what was he telling himself? 


"He actually gave up the ghost two 


or three days ago," a senior campaign 
aide said. "But he did not indicate it 
to the staff until last night " 


On the last day of the journe> of 


660 days. George McGovern appeared 
more relaxed and good humored than 
at any time in recent weeks He west 
home to vote, in the little town of 
Mitchell on the great back of the 
Plains He drove by the church where 
his father had preached, and he 
lectured students on history and 
government at his alma mater.

Franklin D. Roosevelt's 1936 victory 
of 523 to 8 over Alf Landon. The 
Republican President, scoring his 
greatest personal triumph, won about 
61 per cent of the popular vote, 
matching Lyndon B. Johnson's 61.1 
per cent eight years ago 


But the Democrats picked up a net 


of two seats in the Senate to widen 
their control there to 57 to 43, gamed 
a net of one governorship when 
Daniel Walker edged GOP incumbent 
Richard Ogilvie, and lost about a 
dozen seats in the House. 


"This is a personal triumph for Mr. 


Nixon—and not a party triumph," said 
Republican National Chairman Robert 
.1 Dole. 


With 95 per cent of the nation's 


precincts counted, the popular vote 
stood: 


Nixon 44,506,019, or 61 per cent. 
McGovern 27,706,816, or 38 per cent.. 
Though totals were incomplete, the. 


vote appeared to have fallen well 
short of the 80 million to 85 million 
predicted for the first presidential 
election open to 18-year-olds. A 
projection by the National Broad- 
casting Co. put it at barely one million 
more than the 73 million who voted 
in 1968. 


As mounting returns proclaimed he 


had won overwhelmingly what both 
contenders had termed "the contest 
of the century," Nixon told the nation 
by television from his White House 
office that now "it is time to get on 
with the great tasks that lie before 
us."

MILWAUKEE (AP) — President 


Nixon earned Wisconsin Tuesday in 
his nationwide landslide election, 
winning a state that forces of 
Democratic challenger George 
McGovern had counted on heavily. 


The frequent campaigning, the early

Nixon: 978,138 or 54 per cent 
McGovern: 803,172 or 44 per cent 
Running third was the American 


Party candidate. Rep. John Schmitz of 
California, a Milwaukee native, with 
47.173 or 2 per cent 


A record total of more than 


1,800,000 voted.

New process 
gives bread 
more protein

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Agriculture Department has issued a 
public patent for a new breadmaking 
process which its supporters say will 
put more body-building protein in the 
staff of life. 


A public patent entitles any baker 


t o u s e t h e p r o c e s s u n d e r 
"nonexclusive" license arrangements 
with the department, providing that 
the facilities and technology meet 
federal requirements. 


The patent was awarded to Dr. 


Yeshajahu Pomerqnz of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, Madison; and Karl 
F. Finney of Kansas State University, 
Manhattan. 


Both scientists are employed by the 


department's Agricultural Research 
Service. 


The process, enabling the use of up 


to 16 per cent soy flour or other 
protein-rich source, will increase the 
protein content of ordinary white 
bread from about 8.7 per cent 
currently to almost 15 per cent, an 
ARS spokesman said. 


"The bread can be a principal 


source of protein, both in developing 
countries and the United States, for' 
children and adults whose diets are 
nutritionally deficient and who 
depend on bread as a major food," the 
department said. 


A main stumbling block until now 


for enrichment using such protein 
supplements has been a loss of quality 
in loaves, officials said. 


The key to the new process is the 


addition of 0.25 to 4.0 per cent of 
ingredients called glycolipids, 
complexes of carbohydrates and fats 
which act as quality enhancers. 


Those substances, which help 


increase loaf size, reduce crumbling 
and make bread soft, ."normally exist 
in amounts of about 0.3 per cent in 
ordinary wheat flour, officials said. 


When the extra glycolipids are 


added, those help offset the quality- 
reducing effects of soy flour, the 
protein source. 


In addition to boosting the protein 


content of bread, the department said, 
the process triples the concentration 
of lysine, one of the amino acids or 
building blocks which make up orot- 
ein. Lysine also is considered essential 
to proper nutrition. 


Officials said Pomeranz and Finney 


will not receive any royalty payments 
under the public patent for their 
invention when it is used in the 
United States. 


Royalties for foreign use would be 


possible if the scientists obtained 
world patent rights, but no such 
action is planned, a spokesman said. 


11 cases of polio 
found in Connecticut 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — A recent 


outbreak of polio at a Connecticut 
private school was the first reported 
in the nation in seven years outside 
of south Texas, the Center for Disease 
Control reports. 


The nine confirmed cases of 


paralytic polio out of 11 suspected 
cases occurred in late September and 
October at a private school at 
Greenwich, Conn., the center said 
Tuesday in its weekly report. 


"Since 1965, it's the first outbreak 


of polio outside of south Texas," a 
CDC spokesman said. "Cases get into 
south Texas from presumably across 
the border." 


All the Connecticut cases occurred 


among previously unvaccinated 
children ranging in age from 7 to 18. 
The CDC report said all other children 
in the school, faculty and staff, were 
vaccinated after the first case was 
identified as polio.

his programs." 


The state's f i v e D e m o c r a t i c 


congressmen were re-elected. Three 
Republican congressmen 
were 
re- 


elected, and Republican Harold V. 
Froehlich overcame the Rev. Robert 
J. Cornell for the 8th District seat 
being vacated by Rep. John W. 
Byrnes, R-Wis. 


Democratic Rep. Ellworth Gaulke of 


Lac du Flambeau was beaten by 
-Republican Lloyd Kincaid of Crandon 
10,439 to 10,260. 


Democratic Rep. Robert Thompson of 


; Portage, thrown into the same district 
-with Republican Rep. Tommy Thomp- 
son of Elroy through reapportionment, 
^also was defeated. 


Other re-elected Democrats are 


Robert W. Kastenmeier, Henry S. 
Reuss and Clement J. Zablocki. 


Republicans Glenn R. Davis, 


William A. Steiger and Vernon W. 
Thomson also were returned to the 
House. 


O'Konski, 68, citing health which he 


later described as adequate, was 
uncertain as late as April over 
whether to seek a 16th consecutive 
term. 


The durable Republican owner of 


a television station had been accus- 
tomed to backing from organized 
labor until his district was merged 
with that of Obey, after which the 
state 
AFL-CIO endorsed 
the 34- 


year-old Democrat. 


Froehlich, 40, who rose swiftly to 


party leadership after being elected to 
the state Assembly in 1962, represents 
much of the conservative fiscal atti- 
tude for which Byrnes became known 
during 14 i n f l u e n t i a l years in 
Congress. 


Cornell, 52, a district Democratic 


chairman and a Roman Catholic 
priest, ran a strong race against 
Byrnes in 1970, but lost to Froehlich 
about 95,000-91,000 in Byrnes' reap- 
portioned 8th District. 


Obey, his plurality fueled by returns 


from his end of the revamped 7th 
District, also ran well in counties 
which O'Konski inherited from his old 
10th District, and won the showdown 
by about 130,000-76,000. 


Aspin, 34, representing factory and 


resort communities in southeastern 
Wisconsin, was a 122,000-64,000 victor 
over Republican Merrill E. Stalbaum, 
61, a 12-year Assembly veteran and 
brother of Democrat Lynn Stalbaum, 
who represented the district in the 
1960s. 


Kastenmeier, 48, in Congress since 


1958, defeated a f o u n d e r of a 
University of Wisconsin conservative 
student newspaper, J. Michael Kelly, 
25, of Portage, 149,000-69,000. 


Kastenmeier, Obey, Aspin and 


Reuss are considered allies in criticism 
of the Vietnam war and excessive 
military spending. They also con- 
tribute prominent voices to the en- 
vironmental crusade. 


Steiger, 34, won a fourth term by 


defeating Menasha Mayor James A. 
Adams, 128,000-62,000. Adams, 34, 
r u n n i n g in a p r e d o m i n a n t l y 
Republican district, had described 
Steiger as "a Nixon man 100 per 
cent." 


Davis, 58, seeking a ninth term, 


similarly enjoys the luxury of a 
heavily GOP constituency. He 
defeated former U.S. appellate attor- 
ney Ralph A. Fine 128,000-76,000 in 
the 9th District, which contains many 
Milwaukee suburbs. 


Reuss, 60, won a 10th term 


124,000-33,000 over the nearest of four 
rivals in his Milwaukee district. 


Zablocki, 59, who had given only 


token endorsement to McGovern, and 
who has been scolded by fellow 
Democrats for his occasional defense 
•of Nixon's Vietnam policies, had little 
trouble defeating salesman Phillip D. 
Mrozinski 148,000-45,000 in a 
predominantly Democratic Milwaukee 
district. 


Thomson, 67, a former governor 


who has been in Congress since 1960, 
complained when reapportionment 
added Democratic strength to his 
western Wisconsin 3rd District. 


Democrat Walter Thoresen, 53, of 


Eau Claire, a sociology professor who 
lost to Thomson in 1962 and to 
O'Konski in 1970, was unable to 
muster enough Democratic strength 
to remove Thomson. 


The incumbent defeated Thoresen 


110,000-90,000. 


The American party, whose Wis- 


consin roots penetrate to the cam- 
paigns of Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace in the 1960s, once more 
enrolled candidates in congressional 
races. 


Mrs. Valeria M. Sitter, 55, member 


of the* Oshkosh city council, had said 
she didn't expect to defeat Steiger, but 
was a candidate in his district in hope 
of expanding American -party 
influence. 


She received 4,400 votes. In Kas- 


tenmeier's district, carpenter Lavern 
E. Krohn of Poynette got about 1,000 
votes. 


Keith D. Ellison, 42, of La Crosse, 


where the American party has a 
strong element, received 1,400 ballots 
in Thomson's district. 


Former union leader Clyde Bunker, 


68, of Green Bay picked up about 
2,000 votes in the Froehlich-Cornell 
contest, and George Reed of New 
Berlin won 4,000 votes in Davis' 
suburban district.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — Wisconsin 


Democrats bucked a Republican na- 
tional election tide Tuesday, capturing 
two State Senate seats and narrowing 
the GOP majority in the upper house 
to 18-15. 


Republican retention of Senate 


control means Democratic Gov. Pat- 
rick J. Lucey must again deal with 
a divided legislature in 1973. 
Democrats held on to their solid 
majority in the Assembly. 


The two seats falling to the 


Democrats were held by GOP Sens. 
Allen Busby of West Allis, who is 
retiring, and Raymond Heinzen of 
Marshfield, who was defeated in the 
September primary. 
• James T. Flynn, a Marquette 
University law student from West 
Allis, won the right to succeed 
Busby—and William A. Bablitch, 
Portage County district attorney, 
Scored a victory in the Heinzen dis- 
trict. 


Two prominent Republicans, 


Majority Leader Ernest Keppler of 
Sheboygan and President Pro Tem 
Robert Knowles of New Richmond, 
survived determined bids by 
Democratic challengers. 
- The refusal of a disgruntled 
Democrat, despite the pleas of Lucey, 
to withdraw as an independent ap- 
parently cost the party a chance to 
pick up the seat vacated by former 
Sen. Arthur Cirilli of Superior. 


Democratic Rep. Edward Stack of 


Superior received more than 5,000 
votes. Republican Daniel C. Theno or 


Ashland squeaked past Democratic 
State Rep. Ernest Korpela of Wash- 
burn by about 1,300 votes. 


Stack, who filed as an independent 


after a bitter primary against Korpela, 
refused to remove his name from the 
ballot even though Lucey personally 
asked him to do so for the good of 
the party. 


"We can't win control of the Senate 


if we don't capture the Cirilli seat," 
Lucey conceded before the election. 
He then traveled to the 25th District 
and campaigned for Korpela. 


Of the 17 Senate seats at stake 


Tuesday, only four were held by 
Democrats and the minority party 
retained all four. 


Democratic Minority Leader Fred 


Risser of Madison crushed Elizabeth 
"Betty" Smith in her bid to become 
the first woman to sit in the State 
Senate. 


Another veteran, Sen. Carl 


Thompson, D-Stoughton, won his 
fourth full term with a victory over 
Republican Leonard J. Griffith of 
Janesville. 


Two Democrats who are retiring 


were replaced by fellow party 
members. 


Monroe Swan of Milwaukee, who 


upset Sen. Mark Lipscomb in the Sept. 
8 primary, became the first black ever 
elected to the Wisconsin Senate. He 
swamped Arthur J. Myers, 24,761 to 
6,302.

Cornell attributed his stronger

Froehlich said it had been "a clean

the candidates on issues, Froehlich 
added, "I think the vote shows that the 
people aren't quite sure." 


Reached by telephone at his cam- 


paign headquarters this morning, Cor- 
nell offered a different post-mortem of 
the results than his opponent. The 
priest said he had not detected any 
signs of a youth or Catholic influence in 
his home area. 


He repeated statements he had made 


after his 1970 campaign against Byrnes, 
that older Catholics tended to vote 
against him in apparent disapproval of 
a priest entering politics. 


Cornell said he had expected a close 


race, and the outcome was "about the 
way I had anticipated." The Shawano 
and Waupaca County returns, where 
Froehlich ran roughly two- and three- 
to-one respectively ahead of Cornell, 
made the difference he said. 


But he said he was "most gratified by 


the margin by which we carried Brown 
County," and he termed the results in 
Outagamie "very satisfying." 


Cornell agreed it was "a good cam- 


paign" and "an issue-oriented cam- 
paign." He said he planned to telephone 
Froehlich with congratulations, but 
had waited until the victor could be 
expected to be awake. 


Volunteers posting returns at the 


Froehlich and Outagamie County GOP 
headquarters had early difficulty, using 


radio broadcasts as a main source early 
in the evening. Later Froehlich's own 
organization took over reporting the 
congressional returns and the situation 
began to clear. 


At 1:12 a.m., while being urged by 


reporters to make a victory statement, 
Froehlich hung back. "Are we ready for 
victory?" he jokingly asked a passing 
couple of supporters. 


At that point, 254 of the 399 precincts 


had reported according to the green 
chalkboard in the front of the room, 
and Froehlich led by 75,413 to 70,879 
according to his own reporting system. 
Two sets of figures from local television 
stations also had been posted, giving 
larger numbers for each candidate and 
still showing Froehlich ahead. 


At 1:24 a.m., Froehlich's campaign 


manager, David Brooker of Appleton, 
examined the latest figures from the 
campaign office across an allev from 
the hotel. They showed Froehlich with 
82,184 votes and Cornell with 85,894. Ot 
major concern were then still-missing 
returns from Brown County, which 
posted nearly 50 per cent more votes 
than Outagamie, the second-largest 
county in the district. 


Brooker, in shirtsleeves and perspir- 


ing nervously much of the night, said 
the figures showed, "We're holding our 
own in Brown County." 


"Harold, I think it's safe now," said 


Brooker. The candidate stepped before 
the television camera, to cheers and 
applause from the roomful of sup- 
porters. 


Froehlich declared that based on 


figures in hand and projections of 
unreported districts, "We're ready to 
say this is a great day — we've won a 
victory."

Louis Fisher, Socialist Labor; Gus 
Hall, Communist Party, and Evelyn 
Reed, Socialist Workers. 


McGovern's only big showing was 


in Dane County where he led Nixon 
by more than 20,000 votes. Madison, 
with its 34,000 University of Wis- 
consin students, was considered a 
stronghold of the anti-war senator. 


Other counties going to McGovern 


included Ashland, Douglas, Jackson, 
Menominee, Portage and Rusk. 


Campaign officials for McGovern 


had said he would need to carry 
Milwaukee County by 70,000 votes to 
win Wisconsin, but margin was closer 
to 20,000. 


In 1968, when Nixon carried the 


state over Hubert H. Humphrey, the 
Democratic candidate had 206,108 
votes and Nixon 160,117. 


In that election, Nixon took the 


state by 809,997 votes over 
Humphrey's 748,804, with Gov. 
George Wallace of Alabama receiving 
127,835. 


It was Nixon's third Wisconsin 


victory. He won the state in 1960 over 
John F. Kennedy. 


McGovern's star had continued to 


rise nationally after his primary vic- 
tory in Wisconsin this year, in which 
he eclipsed Humphrey and Maine Sen. 

He received 333,528 
votes, compared with 248,676 for 
Wallace. 


In addition to McGovern's frequent

called for him to take a leave of absence 
from Congress while the matter was 
investigated. 


Statements by the federal agency, 


and fellow congressmen, and the even- 
tual cancellation of the hearings, 
seemed to clear Steiger of the charges. 
His campaign committee filed a 
complaint with the Fair Campaign 
Practices Committee just four days 
before the election, charging Adams 
with smear tactics. 


Adams continued the charges, 


however. The day before the election, 
he said he would be willing to file a 
sworn statement on his charges, if 
Steiger would agree to be questioned 
under oath on his involvement with the 
land sales' firms. 


The vote Tuesday, said Steiger, 


amounted to a "rejection of the kind of 
campaign carried on by my opponent." 
Adams spoke little on the issues, he 
said. 


Steiger was surprised by both his 


victory margin and his edge in Mani- 
towoc County. He had said he did not 
expect to carry that county Tuesday 
because it was new to the district and 
had a tradition of going Democratic. He 
carried it with 50.8 per cent of the vote: 
16,483 to 15,374 for Adams. 


He received about 100 more votes 


than his opponent in the City of Mani- 
towoc, and considered his victory there 
"incnedibie." 


Adams did not win any of the coun- 


ties. He lost in his home City of 
Menasha, with only 2,035 votes 
measured against Steiger's 3,320 and 
Mrs. Sitter's 113. That, despite the fact 
the Democratic Presidential Candidate 
Sen. 
George McGovern carried 


Menasha, 2,769 to 2,713. 


Steiger took Fond du Lac County, 


with all but one precinct reporting, by a 
vote of 22,830 to 8,346 over his 
Democratic rival. He also won big in 
home Winnebago County, where he 
took 34,466 votes compared to only 
14,580 for Adams. 


Steiger won the biggest in some of 


the new counties in his Sixth District 
In the small part of Brown County that 
is now part of the Sixth, he took 80 per 
cent of the vote. In Marquette, he won 
76.6 per cent In Juneau County, he 
came away with 71 per cent of the 
totals. 


Only in Manitowoc County, where he 


escaped with only 50.8 per cent of the 
total vote, was Adams close to his 
opponent 


Steiger won 67 per cent 
of 


Winnebago County, but only 63.7 per 
cent of the vote in his home city of 
Oshkosh. The reason may be the heavy, 
apparently Democratic, voting coming 
from the University of Wisconsin 
Oshkosh. 


Mrs. Sitter did her best in Oshkosh, 


where she picked up 1,410 votes. She is 
currently a member of that city's com- 
mon council and also serves on the 
Winnebago County board of super- 
visors. 


Adams could not be reached today 


for a comment on ihe election results. 
The Menasha mayor had already told 
his common council that he will not 
seek another mayoral term there in 
1974, but he has not said what he would 
do in case of defeat Tuesday.

early Tuesday evening, the quick 
Democratic capture of a Kentucky 
Senate seat held by a retiring 
Republican showed that split tickets 
had been cast in many states. 


Though Nixon's coattails clearly 


helped some Republicans, Democratic 


-challengers withstood the GOP 


presidential tide to knock off at least 
four veteran Republican senators- 
Gordon Allott of Colorado, Jack 
Miller of Lowa, J. Caleb Boggs of 
Delaware and the venerable Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, beaten at age 
75, by Democratic Rep. William 
Hathaway. 


In the House, meanwhile, the 


Republican gain in the earlymorning 
hours stood at a mere nine seats, far 
short of the 41seat pickup needed to 
give the GOP control. 


Democrats were on their way to a 


possible increase in their margin of 
governorships, which stood at 30 to 
20 before the election.

In the big industrial states of the 


Northeast and Midwest, McGovern's 
main hopes for an upset and his 
favorite campaign area in his 
200,000-mile presidential journey, 
Nixon piled up massive majorities. 


Pennsylvania, which supported 


Hubert H. Humphrey in 1968, went to 
Nixon by more than 800,000 votes, 
while New York, in which the 


President had twice been defeated, fell 
to him by more than one million 
votes. 


And Nixon became the first 


Republican ever to sweep the once 
solidly Democratic South. 


Massive defections in normally 


Democratic areas combined with 
heavier-than-usual majorities in GOP 
strongholds to give Nixon totals often 
beyond those captured by the late 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1952 and 
1956. 


And the President proclaimed at his 


victory celebration that "we have 
accomplished what seemed to be 
impossible. We not only won a 
majority of the votes of Americans 
but we won a majority of the votes 
of young Americans." 


The influx of 18-year-old voters had 


seemed to Democratic strategists last 
summer as a chief reason for op- 
timism after McGovern put together 
an enthusiastic, youth-oriented or- 
ganization to stun the political 
professionals and captured his party's 
presidential nomination. 


Earlier in the year, the South 


Dakota senator, who turned 50 in 
July, was rated a rank outsider in a 
Democratic presidential field headed 
by Maine Sen. Edmund S. Muskie. But 
he ran Muskie a close race in the New 
Hampshire primary, knocked him out 
of the field in Wisconsin and Mas- 
sachusetts and went on to defeat 1968

nominee Humphrey in their crucial 
California showdown. 


But the Humphrey's attack on 


McGovern's views, particularly a 
later-discarded plan to replace welfare 
with $1,000 grants for everyone, took 
their toll. 


And McGovern suffered a bitter 


blow when Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton 
of Missouri, his chosen running-mate, 
disclosed a history of mental illness 
that set off a national storrn and led 
to his replacement by Sargent Shriver 
only days after McGovern had 
proclaimed "1,000 per cent" support 
for the Missourian. 


Despite his exhausting campaign- 


ing, McGovern never closed the huge 
margin Nixon opened up in 
the 


public-opinion polls. The President, 
meanwhile, riding increased support 
after publicized trips to China and 
R u s s i a , s t u c k m o s t l y t o h i s 
presidential duties, venturing into just 
15 states in the least-active presidential 
campaign in 28 years. 


Agnew carried the brunt of the 


GOP campaign. And with Tuesday's 
victory, the vice president is con- 
sidered the early front-runner for the 
1976 R e p u b l i c a n p r e s i d e n t i a l 
nomination. 


Indeed, when Nixon introduced the 


vice president at the GOP victory 
celebration, there were chants of "12 
more years" by Republicans en- 
visioning two Agnew presidential 
terms. 


Similarly, at another Washington 


hotel, chants of "76, 76, 76" greeted 
Shriver as he reviewed his first race 
for elective office and declared con- 
fidence that "I will be able to go on 
in the service of my country and of 
all mankind." 


But it is Shriver's brother-inlaw, 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts, who comes out of the 
election as the nation's No. 1 
Democrat and who likely will be a key 
figure in the Senate though ousted 
last year from his leadership position. 


The Senate results marked a bitter 


Republican disappointment. With 
Nixon's victory seen certain weeks 
ago, the GOP had concentrated much 
of its late effort in a bid to end the 
18-year-Democratic domination.

Only three times in the recent past 


has there been a presidential landslide 
approaching the magnitude chalked 
up by P r e s i d e n t N i x o n o v e r 
Democratic challenger George 
McGovern. 


The u s u a l d e f i n i t i o n of a 


presidential landslide is a victory with 
60 per cent or more of the popular 
vote. 


With more than 75 oer cent of the 


nation's voting units counted early 
today, Nixon had more than 60 per 
cent of the popular vote. 


Lyndon B. Johnson won 61.1 per 


cent of the popular vote in defeating 
Barry Goldwater in 1964. with 
43,126,506 votes to 27.176.799. It was 
the highest percentage of the total 
vote captured by a presidential can- 
didate since popular vote records were 
first kept in 1824. 


Johnson's 15.9-million vote plurality 


was the largest m a r g i n in a 
presidential election. He carried all 
but six states and officially won the 
presidency by an electoral vote of 486 
to 52. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt carried all 


but two states — Maine and Vermont 
— in his crushing defeat of A!f Landon 
in 1936. It was the nearest anyone has 
come to carrying every state in 
modern political history. 


He had 27,751,612 votes to Landonns 


16,681,913 and he won 522 to S in the 
Electoral College. 


Warren G. Harding was the only 


other Republican swept into the 
White House in true landslide fashion. 
He captured 60.3 per cent of the vote 
in defeating James M. Cox in 1920. 
He won 404 electoral votes 1o 127 for 
Cox with a popular vote of 16.152.200 
to 9,147353. 


Republican Dwight D. Eisenhower 


was elected with 56 5 per cent of the 
popular vote in 1952 and 57 4 per cent 
in 1956. 


George Washington set the stan- 


dard for presidential landslides. The 
Electoral College unanimously chose 
him president in 1789 and 1792. 


James Monroe was e l e c t e d 


president in 1820 by a vote of 231 to 
1 in the Electoral College. One vote 
was cast for John Quincy Adams, 
Monroe's secretary of state and a 
fellow member of a coalition then 
known as the Democratic Republican 
party. 


didate, not a repudiation of the 
Democratic party. 


It will take far more than what 


happened Tuesday to rally to the GOP 
the legions of Democrats and 
independents that would make it the 
center of any new majority. 


Nixon held to a minimum his 


personal campaigning, avoided- until 
the very end—when his lead appeared 
unshakeable— any direct intervention 
on behalf of other Republican can- 
didates. 


Earlier in Atlanta, for example, he 


confined his c a m p a i g n i n g for 
Republican Rep. Fletcher Thompson's 
Senate bid to a private meeting, 
followed by word that he understood 
the people of Georgia did not want 
to be told how to vote. 


In two decades of national cam- 


paigning before, Nixon had not 
hesitated to advise people to vote for 
Republican candidates. 


Thompson lost T u e s d a y to 


Democrat Sam Nunn. 


In the grand campaign design. 


Republican money, organization and 
manpower were concentrated on 
fashioning a Nixon landslide. 


It worked. He won 61 per cent of 


the popular vote to McGovern's 37 per 
cent. 


But that was scant comfort to such 


Republicans as Sens. Margaret Chase 
Smith of Maine, J. Caleb Boggs of 
Delaware. Jack Miller of Iowa and 
Gordon Aliott of Colorado, losers all 


• while Nixon was scoring personal 


landslides in their states. 


All told, Democrats increased their 


Senate strength to 57 seats. 


At the last, Nixon did campaign 


briefly in New Mexico. N o r t h 
Carolina, Oklahoma and Illinois. 
Republican Senate candidates won in 
those states, taking over Democratic 
seats in all but Illinois. 


Nixon's personal landslide appeared 


to have been a factor, too, in a 
Republican Senate victory in Virginia, 
and in the successful defense of some 
other seats. 


But in Kentucky and Rhode Island, 


where Nixon also campaigned, GOP 
Senate contenders were defeated. 


In the House of Representatives, 


Republicans gained a net of nine 
scats; Democrats remained firmly in 
charge. 


And if history is a guide, the GOP 


will lose congressional seats in the 
midterm elections two years hence.

Nixon became the first newly elected 
president ever denied a majority of 
his party m either branch of Congress.

It was Illinois that sealed Nixon's

Town of Buchanan election officials came to 


the Outagamie County clerk's office for 100 
more ballots at 4:15 p.m. They returned for 100 
more two hours later. The Town of Center 
needed 100 extra ballots an hour before the polls 
closed. Center voters cast a record 715 ballots. 


Seymour officials called for another 400 


ballots Tuesday afternoon. 


That's the kind of election it was Tuesday. In 


many rural areas, the turnout far exceeded 
what officials had expected. Because voter 
registration is not mandatory in municipalities 
of fewer than 5,000 people, it sometimes is 
difficult to gauge voter turnout accurately. 


A record number of voters went to the polls 


in Outagamie County, but in some municipali- 
ties, the count was down or, at best, par with 
previous presidential election years. 


Appleton City Clerk Elden Broehm's predic- 


tion of a 90 per cent voter turnout in the city fell 
5 per cent short of the total and ranked as the 
lowest for a presidential election since 1956. 
The 85 percent turnout Tuesday compares with 
86 per cent in 1968,86.6 per cent in 1964,86.5 per 
cent in 1960 and 83.9 per cent in 1956. 


However, as was the case with many other 


municipalities in the county, Appleton's total 
vote was a new record, at 24,304. 


Broehm termed the turnout "excellent." He 


(along with mayors of several other cities) lost 
a wager with De Pere which had a whopping 
98.05 per cent voter turnout, only slightly more 
than 1 per cent below its 1952 turnout which 
prompted city officials to proclaim it America's 


No. 1 small city. 


De Pere officials had challenged other cities 


to try to top its voter turnout Tuesday. At stake 
were choice products from participating cities. 


Grand Chute Clerk Leslie Woldt was thrilled 


with the 88 per cent turnout in his town, where 
2,389 of 2,726 registered voters went to the polls 
in the two precincts. 


Kaukauna's turnout of 4,877 also was 88 per 


cent of the total registered. 


The Kimberly turnout was 86 per cent and 


Little Chute's was 80 per cent. 


Clerks agreed that the lowered minimum 


voting age was the primary factor behind the 
high turnouts Tuesday. 


The total vote for presidential candidates in 


Outagamie County Tuesday was 47,309. Totals 
for past years were 1968, 42,327; 1964, 40,198; 
1960,41,522; 1956, 34,077, and 1952, 36,020.

Democrat Calvin L. Spice piled up his 


biggest vote total yet in a runaway 
victory and an unprecedented fifth 
term as Outagamie County sheriff 
Tuesday, and Republican John J. 
Ensley, now family court commis- 
sioner, had no trouble in his first bid for 
district attorney. 


Spice, 48, who, in 1962 became the

county's first Democratic sheriff in 30 
years, had an unofficial vote total of 
30,265, compared with 15,698 for his old 
boss, Robert Heinritz, 55, of Appleton, a 
former sheriff and undersheriff, who 
was making a comeback bid as a 
Republican. 


Ensley, 57, of Appleton, full time 


family court commissioner for two 
years, outpolled Appleton attorney 
Paul Horvath, 26, 26,309 to 15,901, in 
replacing Republican James R. Long, 
who is leaving the office he has held 
four years. Long was an unsuccessful 
candidate for Congress in the Sep- 
tember primary. 


The other Outagamie 
County 


government candidates, all incumbents 
and all Republicans, were unopposed. 


The officeholders and their unofficial 


vote totals are: Clerk Arthur Hoolihan, 
32,826; Treasurer Peter Berg, 31,568; 
Coroner Bernard H. Kemps, 32,703; 
Register of Deeds D. P. Peeters, 32,766, 
and Cierk of Courts Gloria Johnson, 
32,033. 


Spice never trailed after jumping to a 


200 vote edge when the first returns 
from Appleton's 7th Ward, reported 
shortly after 9 p.m. Spice went on to 
sweep every Appleton precinct and pile 
up a 13,373 to 8,458 city margin over 
Heinritz, owner of a sheet metal 
business.

who gave President N i x o n his 
landslide victory Tuesdav also left the 
Congress firmly in the control of the 
opposition Democratic party. 


The Democrats widened their 


margin in the Senate to 57 to 43, a 
gain of two. 


Some of the new Republicans replace" 


conservative Southern Democrats who 
already were voting generally with the 
administration. 


With only one House race undecided, 


Republicans had made a net gain of 12, 
with 41 needed for control. Elected were 
243 Democrats, 190 Republicans, and 
one Democrat who ran as an in- 
dependent 


Complete but unofficial returns in- 


creased the number of women in the 
House from 12 to 14 and the number of 
black members from 13 to 16. 


The Senate outcome was an' 


especially hard blow to Republican 
hopes. The GOP had written off the 
House as probably unwinnable, but 
needed a gain of only five to take 
control of the Senate and thought 
there was a real chance. 


But there was consolation for 


Republican strategists working for a 
full two-party system in the South, 
where many voters in recent years 
had shown readiness to vote for 
Republican presidential candidates, 
but stuck with Democratic candidates 
at other levels. 


Some surprises in 
governorship races 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 


Democrats increased their majority of 
the nation's governorships by one but 
lost Missouri to a Republican for the 
first time since 1940 and saw a 
Democratic Rockefeller go down to 
defeat. 


John D. Rockefeller IV, nephew of 


New York's Republican governor and 
son-in-law of Illinois' Republican 
senator, lost to Gov. Arch Moore in 
West Virginia. Moore was one of 
seven governors to win re-election 
Two didn't make it. 


One of those who lost was Illinois' 


Republican Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 
who 
stayed 
neck-and-neck 
with 


Democrat 
Daniel Walker 
through 


the early hours today, long after it 
was known President Nixon had 
carried every state but Massachusetts 
and the District of Columbia. Walker 
finally won by a slim edge. 


The other losing incumbent was 


Delaware's Republican Gov. Russell 
W. Peterson, who lost to a conser- 
vative Democrat, Sherman W. Trib- 
bitt. 


Vermont's and North Carolina's top 


state office also changed parties 
—Vermont going Democrat, North 
Carolina Republican. 


Texas' governorship was still in 


doubt, although Democrat Dolph 
Briscoe held a commanding lead over 
Republican Henry Grover. If Briscoe's 
margin holds, the Democrats would 
be in 31 governors mansions, the 
Republicans in 19. Ten Democratic 
governorships and 8 Republican were 
involved in Tuesday's election. 


Republicans retained the top state 


office in Indiana, Iowa, New 
Hampshire, Washington and West 
Virginia, 


Arkansas Gov. Dale Bumpers led 


Democrats by winning his re-election 
contest with about 80 per cent of the 
vote. Another Democrat, George 
Docking, already the longest occupant 
of Kansas' governor's mansion, won 
a fourth two-year term. 


Walker, Illinois' new governor, beat 


a candidate endorsed by Chicago 
Mayor Richard Daley in the primary 
and walked 1,197 miles through the 
state clad in denims and a red 
farmer's neckerchief. Ogilvie pushed 
a state income tax through in 1969 
but said he thought the voters had 
forgiven him. 


Walker criticized Ogilvie's "political 


hypocrisy in saying we didn't need a 
state income tax and then putting one 
through the legislature," while Ogilvie 
said voters understood the need for 
the tax. " 


Democrats 
also retained 
gover- 


norships of Montana, North Dakota, 
Rhode Island, South Dakota and Ut- 
ah. 


Democrats went into this year's 


election with a 30-20 margin, as a 
result of a dramatic turnabout two 
years ago when they captured 11 top 
state offices. 


With his victory in Missouri, 


Christopher (Kit) Bond, 33-year-old 
state auditor, becomes the youngest 
governor in .the country. His cam- 
paign against former FBI man, Ed- 
ward L. Dowd, 54, centered on the 
theme that it was a time for a change. 


In Delaware, state house minority 


leader Sherman W. Tribitt ousted 
incumbent Gov. Russell W. Peterson, 
who went through a tough and 
divisive Republican primary 
cam- 


paign. Peterson was trying* for his 
second four-year term. 


And a former Vermont state house 


minority leader, Thomas P. Salmon, 
40, defeated a former majority leader 
Republican Luther F. Hackett. The 
governorship had been held by a 
Republican. Deane C. Davis who 
retired after serving two two-year 
terms. 


James H o i s h o u s e r , f o r m e r 


Republican state chairman in North 
Carolina, defeated 
Hargrove 


"Skipper" Bowles, a millionaire 
businessman. The governorship had 
been held by Democrat Robert Scott, 
who was ineligible to succeed himself. 


Arkansas' Bumpers, who won his 


first term two years ago over 
Republican Winthrop Rockefeller, 
piled up a 2-1 margin over Len E. 
Blaylock, a former state welfare 
commissioner who had been a key 
man in the Rockefeller administration. 


The Democratic nephew of Nelson 


and Winthrop Rockefeller, John D. 
Rockefeller IV, failed in his bid to 
unseat Gov Arch Moore—the first 
West Virginia governor in 100 years 
able to succeed himself under a 
change in the state constitution 


Moore, ohce a congressman, cam- 


paigned on his administration's record 
of e c o n o m i c 
i m p r o v e m e n t s 


Rockefeller served in the Peace Corps 
under Sargent Shnver and currently 
is secretary of state. 


Some other races: 
Indiana—Republican C»is R. Bowen, 


a physician, a legislator 16 years and 
speaker of the state House since 1967, 
quashed the comeback bid of former 
governor Democrat Matthew E. 
Welsh, 60, who served from 1961 to 
1965. 


Iowa—Republican Gov. Robert Ray, 


42, won his third twoyear term, 
defeating former state treasurer Paul 
Franzenburg who lost to Ray in 1968. 


Kansas—Democrat Docking, son of 


a former governor, divorced himself 
from the McGovern campaign and ran 
on his record against Morris _Kay, an 
insurance executive who once was 
co-captain of the Kansas University 
football team. 


Montana-it. Gov. Thomas Judge, 


a Democrat who had served in the 
state legislature, based his winning 
campaign on the record of incumbent 
Gov. Forrest H. Anderson, who did 
not seek re-election. He defeated 
Republican state representative Ed 
Smith, a wealthy wheat rancher. 


New Hampshire—Republican 


Meldrim Thomson, 60, defeated two 
other opponents in his third try for 
the governorship. He lost in primaries 
in 1968 and 1970 to Republican Gov. 
Walter Peterson but beat Peterson 
this year. In Tuesday's election he 
defeated Democrat Roger Crowley 
and Independent Malcolm McLane, 
the mayor of Concord. North 
Dakota—Rep. Arthur A. Link, a 
Democrat, kept intact his record of 
never having lost an election in 
defeating Lt. Gov. Richard F. Larsen. 
Link served 24 years in the state 
legislature and served the current 
term in Congress, deciding to run for 
governor after reapportionment cost 
the state one of its House seats. 


Rhode Island—Democrat Philip W. 


Noel, who put on an expensive media 
campaign, handed Republican Herbert 
DeSimone his second defeat. 
DeSimone lost in 1970 to incumbent 
Gov. Frank Licht, who did not seek 
re-election, apparently because of a 
financial crisis where he was forced 
to adopt a state income tax. 


South Dakota—Sen. George 


McGovern did not carry his home 
state, but Democratic Gov. Richard F. 
Kneip won reelection. His Republican 
opponent, Carveth Thompson, 
at- 


tacked Kneip for asking the last two 
legislative sessions for a state personal 
and corporate income tax—taxes that 
Thompson claimed weren't needed. 


Utah—Democrat Calvin L. Rampton 


became Utah's first three-term 
governor with his victory over 
Nicholas Strike. 


Washington—Gov. Daniel J. Evans 


w o n a t h i r d 
f o u r - y e a r 


term—something he had denied his 
Democratic opponent, Albert D. 
Rosellini, in the 1964 race. Rosellini, 
in this year's failing comeback try, 
had pledged to cut $100 million from 
the state budget to use on education. 
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Two Republicans were elected to 


the House from Mississippi and one 
from Louisiana, the first since the 
Reconstruction period after the Civil 
War. And in Virginia, William L. Scott 
defeated Sen. William B. Spong to 
become the first Republican senator 
from the Old Dominion since 1892. 


The ticket-splitting voters across 


the country conformed to no pattern, 
but ousted conservative incumbents 
here and liberals there. 


Democrat William D. Hathaway 


ended the 24-year Senate career of 
Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, 
chairman of the Senate Republican 
Conference and senior Republican 
member of the Armed Services 
Committee. 


But the Democrats lost a Senate 


seat in North Carolina. Rep. Nick 
Gahfianakis, who defeated Democrat- 
ic Sen. B. Everett Jordan in the 
primary, was defeated in turn by a 
self-described conservative Republican 
television editorialist, Jesse Helms. 


A stunner was the defeat of Sen. 


Gordon Allott of Colorado, chairman 
of the Senate Republican Policy 
Committee and an administration 
stalwart, by Democrat Floyd K. 
Haskell. Allott had been expected to 
win easily. 


In Rhode Island, Democratic Sen. 


Claiborne Pell, once regarded as an 
underdog, won by a comfortable 
margin over John H. Chafee, who 
resigned as Secretary of the Navy to 
carry the Republican standard m the 
Senate race.

McGovern's home state which he 
failed to carry—the voters chose a 
Democrat, Rep. James Abourezk, for 
the Senate seat vacated by Republican 
Karl Mundt.

Nunn to win the seat formerly held 
by Republican John Sherman Cooper. 


The youngest victor was 29-year-old

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Air attacks 
are slowed 
by typhoon 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. B52 bombers 


made heavy strikes on both sides of 
the demilitarized zone for the fifth 
day today, but bad weather from 
Typhoon Pamela sharply curtailed 
fighter-bomber attacks against North 
Vietnam's southern panhandle. 


Flying above the weather, the 


Stratofortresses hit supply and 
storage facilities from west and 
northwest of Quang Tri City, in South 
Vietnam's northernmost province, to 
a point 51 miles northwest of the 
North Vietnamese port of Vinh and 
55 miles below the 20th parallel. 


About 50 of trie big bombers 


dropped some 1,500 tons of bombs. 
Their aim was to destroy war 
materials which the U.S. Command 
said the North Vietnamese are 
rushing to their forces in South 
Vietnam in anticipation of a cease-fire 
agreement calling for- sharp curtail- 
ment of such shipments. 


The typhoon had been expected to 


hit the coast of South Vietnam but 
changed course to the north and was 
headed for southern China. 


Radio Hanoi reported that the U.S. 


Fl 11 fighter-bomber lost Tuesday over 
North Vietnam's panhandle was shot 
down in central Nghe An province, 
but the broadcast did not reveal the 
fate of the two crewmen. The U.S. 
Command, in announcing the loss of 
the plane Tuesday, said it did not 
know the cause, and it listed the crew 
as missing. 


Only scattered ground fighting was 


reported in South Vietnam. 


Sappers penetrated the U.S. Army 


base at Long Binh, 12 miles northeast 
of Saigon, and tried to set off eight 
charges before dawn. Only four 
exploded, wounding one American 
slightly and causing light damage to 
a warehouse and a runway, the U.S. 
C o m m a n d r e p o r t e d .

Let money-makers fight the next war 


WASHINGTON - As the war comes 


to an agonizing, screeching halt, great 
minds are at work in this country trying 
lo figure out a way we can avoid get- 
ting ourselves iruo such a mess again. 
• Many solutions have been offered. 
My favorite is the Haak Plan, suggested 
by Leo Haak of East Lansing, Mich. 
; Mr. Haak told me,' "The reason the 
war lasted so long was that only the 
young peoole in this country were truly 
Involved in Vietnam. While the rest of 
Jhe country grew rich and fat, this small 
minority of the population, with no 
political clout, was shipped off to In- 
dochina to hold back Communist 
aggression. This made it rather easy for 
the rest of the Americans to show mo 
urgency to end the war." 
. "That's true," I said. "But what do 
you propose?" 


« "The Haak Plan provides that if you 
hraft young men to fight a future war, 


then you must also draft the money of 
the men too old to go, to pay for it." 


"How would it work?" 
"When a man became 40 years old, he 


would register for a wealth draft. His 
peak earning years are from 40 to 53, 
just as the peak physical years of a 
young man are 18 to 26. A lottery would 
be held and the man would be assigned 
a number according to his birthday. 
Those with low numbers would have to 
turn over all their money to the 
government to finance the war. 


"Those with high numbers could go 


about their lives just as young men 
with high draft numbers go about their 
business without fear of being called 
up." 


"Would you have draft boards?" I 


asked. 


"Yes," Haak replied.'They would be 


composed of young men under the age 
of 26." 


"Why young men?" I asked. 
"Well, you have older men sending 


off young men to die in a war, so you 
should have young men deciding who 
must give their money to pay for it. The 
draft board could bive exemptions in 
hardship cases and deal with conscien- 
tious objectors." 
with conscientious objectors." 


"By conscientious objectors you 


mean those who refuse to give money 
to a war because it's against their 
religion?" 


"Yes, exactly. If a man can prove he 


is a serious conscientious objector, we 
would let him donate his wealth to a 
hospital or an educational institution." 


"What about men over 40 who would 


flee to Canada to avoid having their 
money drafted?" 


"The Haak Plan does not provide for 


amnesty. We think it's the patriotic 


duty of every American to proudly 
serve his country, if not with his body, 
then with his fortune." 


"How much of his fortune?" 
"Everything," Haak said. "When we 


draft young men we ask them to give 
up everything, don't we?" 


"It sounds like a crazy plan," 1 said. 
"No crazier than what we've been 


doing for 10 years. Had the Haak Plan 
been in effect when we first got into 
Vietnam, the howls of the money draf- 
tees would have been heard from Maine 
to California. Picture, if you will, 
millions of well-dressed men in their 40s 
descending on Washington demanding 
the President and Congress to end the 
war. How long do you think any poli- 
tician could survive if the country were 
drafting the entire wealth of its mid- 
dle-age citizens?" 


"Not very long," I admitted. 
Haak said, "Sending young people off 


to an undeclared war is a thing people 
don't like, but will put up with. But 
drafting the fortunes of the men who 
stay at home is something nobody in 
this country will tolerate for very long."

Porter recently took his college 
sociology class for a first-hand 
glimpse of erotica at an adult 
bookstore. 


"I believe as a teacher and a 


minister that experimental learning is 
the best type," said the Rev. Mr. 
Porter. "So I decided that instead of 
lecturing for three hours, I should let 
them see for themselves." 


Many of his 20 students, who 


ranged in age from 20 to 50, reacted 
with embarrassment and revulsion. 


The Rev. Mr. Porter, 32, associate 


pastor at Kendall United Methodist 
Church, termed the visit to the adult 
bookstore "effective and useful." 


The class, which the pastor teaches 


at Miami-Dade Junior College, pretty 
much had the store to themselves. 
The 19-yaer-old attendant at the store 
•said most of his regular customers 
were absent, possibly scared away by 


the unusual class project. 


The students took in the 25-cent 


booth movies, whose story lines are 
noted for their paucity of dialogue. 
They thumbed through the $3.50 girlie 
magazines, and the $5 m a l e 
magazines. 


The Rev. Mr. Porter invited along 


the store's lawyer, Joel Hirschhorn, 
who told the students the store's 
wares don't compare with what they 
might see in Denmark. 


A 48-year-old librarian said she 


wasn't convinced. "I'm embarrassed 
and nauseated. This makes Playboy 
look like Sunday school material," she 
said.

Another woman, 30, asked, "What 


percentage of the people who frequent 
this place are well adjusted? It ob- 
viously caters to the kind of person 
who lacks sexual stability." 


The Rev. Mr. Porter's class also has 


studied welfare by "rapping with 


welfare recipients," correctional work" 
by meeting with 15 prison parolees 
and plans to move into the problems 
of minority, groups by inviting in a 
group of Cuban exiles next week. 


As for himself, said the pastor, "1 


believe in Christian standards, but I 
would not go in and close down a 
bookstore. I can't approve of cen- 
sorship because I don't know who will 
be the next censor.

Q: I've been following newspaper 


.accounts about a water-damaged au- 
tomobile that was passed off as being in 
good condition and sold here in Wis- 
consin. I also understand there is a 
possibility that more such cars could be 
on the market What can the auto con- 
sumer do to insure h* doesn't get stuck 


with one of these cars? 


A: The vehicle you refer to was a 1969 


model that was declared a total loss by 
a Pennsylvania insurance firm because 
of water damage incurred in an East 
Coast flood last July. It was then 
purchased by a Wisconsin dealer in a 
dealer auction and subsequently sold to 
a Madison man. 


An estimated 50,000 wehicles were 


damaged in varying degrees as a result 
of severe flooding in the East Coast this 
summer. The Wisconsin division of 
motor vehicles recognizes the pos- 
sibility of more such vehicles appearing 
on the market which have been quickly 
fixed up to conceal water damage. Both 
consumers and dealers are advised to

be on the alert when considering 
vehicle purchase. 


Some tips to detect flood-damaged 


vehicles have been offered by Carl 
Johnson, director of the division's 
bureau of registration. Prospective car 
buyers can save themselves considera- 
ble trouble and inconvenience by 
briefly inspecting for tell-tale water 
damage signs: 


-Check all gauges on the dashboard 


'to make sure they are accurate. Look 
for signs of water on the gauges. Autos 
that have had water in them up to the 
dashboard are likely to be dangerous no 
matter how thoroughly the car hasj 
been reconditioned. 


- Look for signs of corrosion under 


the hood, inside and under the car on 
bumpers, behind the hub-caps and 
around the gas cap. Corrosion of any 
metal causes weakness in the car. 


- Try the lights, windshield wipers, 


turn signals, cigarette lighters, radio, 
heaters, fans and air conditioner 
several times to make sure they work 
repeatedly.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have a dog 


seven years old and she has diabetes. I 
give her insulin shots every day. 


She also gets sores on her skin and I 


took her to a clinic. Can a human catch 
any diseases from dogs? 1 apply 
medication daily to her sores but they 
come up some other place. Could 1 
catch anything from applying medicine 
on the sores? — L.H. 


Yes, there are diseases people can 


acquire from animals. This kind of 
disease is called a zoonosis. (And, of 
course, there are diseases which are not 
transmitted from one species to 
another.) 


Among the "catching" diseases are 


ringworm, and other fungus infections, 
the common bacterial infections such 
as strep and staph, some kinds of 
worms, salmonella, certain viruses 
(including 
rabies) 
and 
parasites 


(including trichinosis). 


Diabetes, of course, is not a disease 


that passes from one person to another, 
or one animal to another, so you need 
have no fear about that. 


However, humans with diabetes are 


subject to various skin problems, 
including boils. Although I am not a 
veterinarian, it seems reasonable to 
suppose that diabetes may be part of 
your poor dog's skin problem. 


The recurrence of the sores would 


suggest that the exact germ or or- 
ganism causing the sores has not been 
identified, and it might be wise to have 
some cultures or smears studied in 
hopes that a medication can be applied 
that will do more than just make the 
sores move from one place to another. 


But as to you, there's no danger of 


catching diabetes, of course, but some 
precautions would be in order to pro- 
tect you from catching whatever or- 
ganism is causing the skin sores—which 
may or may not be risky for you. 


Avoid petting the dog too much. 


Apply the medication with a pledget of 
cotton, 
and 
wash 
your 
hands 


frequently and thoroughly after either 
petting or medicating her. 


I can't, without knowing more than I 


do, say positively that the sores she has 
could be transmitted to you, but it is 
within the realm of possibility — so be 
careful. Meantime, I would welcome 
any counsel from veterinarians who 
may have an idea for us. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Please help. 


About 11 days before my period was 
due, my finance and I were "fooling 
around." He did not break through me, 
did not enter very deeply and didn't 
spill any semen in me. 


My period is now one week late and I 


am worried to death. Is there a pos- 
sibility of my being pregnant? Please 
answer as soon as possible. — S.W. 


Tension and worry sometimes can 


throw the menstrual cycle off, and that 
may be the explanation. 


But you mustn't ignore the pos- 


sibility that you are pregnant. It can 
happen from such "fooling around," 
and it has. All it takes is one live sperm 
cell to cause pregnancy, a particle so 
small you can't see it without a 
microscope. 


Quite regularly I get letters asking 


whether it is possible to become preg- 
nant "without going all the way." It 
most certainly is. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Someone told 


me that celery could cause brain 
deficiency when eaten by females. Do 
you think this is true? — S.S. 


That's utter nonsense, of course. I 


might have some question, though, as 
to the brain power of anyone peddling 
any such story.

the Visiting Nurse Association. 
-" The committee approved several 
other departmental budgets with little 
ado, but postponed for further con- 
sideration the mayor's recommenda- 
tiojis on industrial development and 
comprehensive planning. Questions 
arose about adding funds for industrial 
development advertising and about the 
relationship between comprehensive 
planning and the planning that will be 


• required for downtown redevelopment. 


- Assessor George Schwarzbauer told 
the committee his goal is to hire two 
field assessors to replace the deputy 
assessor and an appraisal technician 
•who are retiring; replace an appraisal 
lechmcian with a third assessor and 
add a fourth assessor to the payroll, 
giving him a full-time field force of four. 


This year, he had four school 


teachers as assessors during the 
summer, to complete the year's assess- 
ment rolls, but the $5,000 budgeted for 
this year would be eliminated. 


Schwarzbauer said with a full-time 


field force of four he could re-evaluate 
one-fourth to one-third of the city's 
19,000 taxable property parcels each 
year, with the aim of eliminating 
inequities thought to result from long 
time lapses between visits by the as- 
sessor.

Teacher contract talks begin

tiations got under way for the teachers' 
1973 master contract. 


The teachers' requests were directed 


at what they indicated was an effort to 
upgrade the declining educational 
quality in the school system. They 
reflected a financial impact of at least 
$500,000 in increases over the current 
budget, with most of those indirectly 


• increased teacher benefits. 


The initial request dwelt on their 


request for more effective involvement 
in curriculum decision-making on an 
equal basis with the administration. 
This is in line with teachers' requests in 
many parts of the nation which has 
brought the contention of infringement 
on management's rights and respon- 
sibilities. 


The board has proposed contract 


changes to equalize and toughen its 
personnel policies, including one to 
push a teacher back one step on the 
salary scale for failing to meet periodic 
educational improvements. 


It also has requested the hiring policy 


be relaxed so teachers could be hired on 
a lower scale than the salary schedule 
would require. Some teachers ap- 
parently have been willing to come in 
on a lower scale but weren't allowed to 
under the schedule, and so weren't 
hired, board officials contended. 


The two negotiating sides agreed in 


the abbreviated meeting that the first 
full negotiations session will be held 
Nov. 30, a month before the current 
one-year pact expires. The 1972 con- 
tract was agreed on about mid-year 
after over a year of talks. 
. Manitowoc attorney John Spindler, 
the board's chief negotiator, and 
Appleton attorney Dennis Herrling, the 
AEA legal counsel, said they agreed the 
talks should be held in closed sessions 
and that any disclosures should be on a 
joint basis, the practice in the past. 


A key request by the teachers was

teachers, especially in the area of 
remedial reading. 


— The elementary teachers be given 


three half-days to prepare each of two 
student progress reports per year. 


— The board pay the entire 4.5 per 


cent local contribution per teacher to 
the Wisconsin Teacher Retirement 
fund and that per hour pay stipends for 
extra teacher duties be raised from $3 
to $5. The retirement payment was 
akey issue last year and the board 
agreed to pay a flat dollar figure equal 
to about 4.25 per cent.

in order to permit commissioners and 
other interested persons and officials to 
take a tour last week to inspect a 
number of apartment sites in the city.

NEW YORK (AP) - The voluntary 


egression rate among managers in 
their 30s has been shooting upward 
since the first of the year, said the 
professor. Optimism prevails, and the 
young mobiles are changing jobs 
again. 


It is nothing unexpected. Just as 


water churns when the kettle is 
heated, so also do the spirited, 
talented young managers begin to 
move about when the economy gets 
hot. It is predictable. 


Eugene Jennings, who has spent his 


adult life — he's a bit on the far side 
of 40 — studying executive mobility, 
maintains that this group is the 
avantgarde of job changers, and that 
younger and older executives will 
follow their lead. 


"This group is vital to under- 


standing business economics," 
he 


said. "They have the most mobility, the 
greatest capacity to be optimistic. They 
are a good ba*rorneter of optimism. 
When they move it means people are 
betting on the future." 


For at least two years this group, 


which is usually the most free to 
change jobs, was frustrated. "In- 
telligence dictated that they watch 
their nests." They were unable to 
hasten their careers by job changes. 


But there is more than optimism 


and ambition involved in executive 
churning, which still isn't as intense 
as it was in prerecession days but may 
be double the rate of 1969 and 1970 


Between 1965 and 1968, said Jen- 


nings, who is a professor at Michigan 
State University, an author and 
business consultant, many companies 
recruited more talent than they 
needed. Then came the recession. 


"They discovered that too many of 


the people they had hired were not 
of the proper caliber. They were 
forced to counsel out a lot of young 
and middle-age managers." To be 
"counseled out" is to be laid off 
gently. 


In reducing their staffs, however, 


many companies failed to reassure 
competent workers whom they 
wanted to stay. Some of these 
talented people lost their sense of 
direction, said Jennings. They too 
expected the ax. 


Many of these managers are now 


moving on, said Jennings, who 
maintains 41 listening posts in cor- 
porations. Their employment was 
never reinforced by the company, he 
said. They weren't told they were 
wanted. 


Easing their movement is the fact 


that opportunities of age exist. 
Because of the vagaries of birth rates 
and economic growth, middle-age 
managers are in growing demand. 
There are openings for those in their 
late 30s to mid-40s. 


Jennings monitoring points, which 


are voluntarily manned by corporate 
personnel managers and others with 
a feel for changing worker attitudes, 
also reveal a tendency for managers 
to move to socially oriented jobs. 


In addition, Jennings believes that 


young and middle-age managers 
today are restless to change their 
careers, not just their jobs, in an 
attempt to seek a fuller life. 


"After eight to 10 years with a 


company there is a great tendency for 
them to summarize their match or 
mismatch with the corporate world. 
They sometimes feel they have 
overinvested in career but underin- 
vested in life." 


Those who can market themselves 


now tend to go, Jennings observed. 
"They are rebelling against corporate 
life, against what is called the 'five 
to nine' routine," or of working until 
9 p.m. when others leave at 5. 


"The unions gave the blue collar 


worker the idea of a fuller life," said 
Jennings, "but nobody speaks for the 
overworked executive." Therefore, he 
concludes, they are speaking up for 
themselves.

Squeeze bags occasionally while 
soaking for 20 minutes. Remove used 
tea bags from liquid; discard. Put 
lanolin, sesame oil and V« cup strong tea 
into blender container.

Known for 
centuries as a mild astringent, along 
with the citrus lemons and limes, the 
strawberry does yeoman service as both 
refresher and dry skin mask. The mask 
uses some of the basic Beauty Base, 
which may be kept refrigerated on 
hand to save time in preparation of 
natural cosmetic aids. 


It is suggested that masks be applied

problem is even greater. You soon find 
out that few houses are, designed with 
the handicapped in mind. 


Interior design students at the 


University of Wisconsin-Madison are 
concerned with architectural barriers 
to the handicapped. Working under 
Roger Kramer, instructor in related art, 
they are developing a source book 
which will suggest ways in which 
homes can be modified to suit the needs 
of handicapped persons. 


Before writing the book, students 


worked with persons in wheelchairs 
and gained a better understanding of 
the way environment hinders these 
people. Through a state-wide question- 
naire, they found out about the most 
common problems of the handicapped. 


Live independently 


The students soon realized that the 


handicapped are anxious to live 
independently. However, a wheelchair 
can be a real probtem to normal func- 
tioning in most homes. Stairways, 
narrow doorways and slippery floors 
make if hard for the handicapped to get 
around. 


In making proposals for design 


changes, the related art students are 
placing emphasis on safety 
and 


convenience. They point out ways to 
work with things you already have, and 


make suggestions for new equipment. 


Most of the ideas are adaptable to 


ordinary homes. According to the 
students, any design changes made 
won't curtail the non-handicapped. For 
example, non-slippery floors are a 
safety feature for everyone. 


When you're sitting down, your arm 


extension is about a foot shorter than 
when you're standing. Persons in 
wheelchairs have a hard time reaching 
objects in wall storage cabinets. 
Similarly, it's hard to pick up items off 
the floor. So, the guide includes 
suggestions 
for 
better 
storage 


arrangements and aids to working and 
reaching. 


Pictorial guide 


Each room of the house presents its 


particular barriers to the handicapped. 


Separate chapters of the book deal with 
the kitchen, laundry room, bathroom 
and bedroom. The guide suggests the 
best dimensions for work areas, good 
storage arrangements and 
useful 


kitchen equipment. One practical idea, 


for instance, is a small hand mirror 
which enables the handicapped cook to 
see foods in a pan. 


Ideas in the guidebook are presented 


in pictorial form. That way, it's easier to 
visualize the changes in your own 
home. Also included is a listing of stores 


where such equipment as handrails and 
storage facilities are available. 


The students plan to publish the 


guidebook soon. Hopefully, it will help 
lead to the day when a wheelchair user 
is no longer confronted with architec- 
tural barriers.

Cooking wrap keeps pots clean

There's a new cooking wrap on the 


market. It's a boon to the homemaker, 
or better still to the member of the 
family assigned to dishwashing. The 
new method of cooking also preserves 
food values and saves time in cooking. 


The new Reveal-Wrap has foil edges, 


excellent for forming a pouch. An 
example of a meal prepared on top of 
the stove shows that shrimp, zucchini 
and carrots may be cooked together in 
one large pot of boiling water when, 
each is tucked into its own separate 
pouch of clear wrap. The flavor and 
aroma of each stays intact, yet the 
vegetables come out sweet and tender - 
the shrimp steamed in own juices. Rice 
goes into its own pot because the pouch 
in this case must be punctured to allow 
the nee to absorb the cooking water. 


For holiday cooking, a Thanksgiving 


dinner of stuffed turkey, cranberry 
sauce, candied yams and cauliflower 
with cheese sauce, may all be baked in 
one oven, and again not a dirty pot or 
pan after the feast! What is left of 
turkey 
and trimmings goes 
into 


casseroles and bonus meals wrapped in 
the clear wrap, frozen, if desired, then 
heated for dinner table finale in the 
same wrap. 


Here are recipes for one such meal 


which may be quickly cooked. Half fill a 
large pot (about 4-quart size ) with 
water and place on range burner. Brine 
the water to a boil for the following 
recipes and cook simultaneously. 


SHRIMP IN WINE 


1 pound shrimp, peeled and deveined 
V* teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
V» teaspoon garlic powder 
Vi cup white wine 
2 tablespoons butter 


Place the shrimp on the wrap, add 


seasonings, wine and butter. Double 
fold wrap and twist or fold foil edges 
forming a flat envelope. Place in boiling 
water for 5 minutes. 


ZUCCHINI 


2 medium size zucchini, thinly sliced 
Vt teaspoon salt 
'/»teaspoon pepper 
1 tablespoon butter 


Place zucchini, salt, pepper and but- 


ter on wrap. Double folJedges of wrap 
across top and at foil sides, forming a 
flat envelope-like container. Place in 
boiling water for 7 to 10 minutes. 


REVEAL RICE 


1 cup rice 
1 teaspoon salt 
Water as directed on package 


Place one cup of rice in wrap, double 


fold wrap and double fold foil edges, 
forming an envelope-like container. 
Pierce wrap all over with a large needle. 
Add salt to water in pan and bring to 
boil. Place wrap in pan. Cover and cook 
for time indicated for type of rice used. 
Makes three cups rice. 


Wine on the table 


Seasoned globe-trotters agree that it 


doubles the fun of traveling for 
pleasure when they peregrinate with a 
purpose. Special interests might be art 
or history, meeting people in one's 
profession, tasting exotic food or wine. 


In our experience, wine growers are 


among the world's friendliest folks. 
They're almost invariably hospitable, 
particularly to visitors who know and 
truly appreciate their art. 


If there's someone you especially 


want to meet, someone whose wines 
you've long admired, write him a letter. 
Your enthusiasm will probably be met 
with a cordial invitation to see and 
taste. 


Visit wineries 


Or ask your retail wine merchant to 


get you a letter of introduction to a 
particular company or 
vineyard 


through its distributor or importer. For 
a simple call all you need to do is go to 
the winery during business hours, 
knock on the door, and ask for a visit. 


In California and New York State 


most major wineries have guided tours 
and tasting rooms ready to handle 
thousands of visitors a day. You are 
given a glass of one or more wines 
(sometimes a choice of everything they 
make), and there's no charge. Usually 
you may buy bottles to take away if you 
wish. 


A few European wineries 
are 


similarly organized to receive tourists. 


Notably in the cities of Epernay and 
Rheims in the Champagne country, 
which is close enough to Pans so that it 
ranks as the capital's third most 
popular tourist attraction, after the 
Eiffel Tower and Notre Dame 


Single vineyards and estates, includ- 


ing the most famous ones of Bordeaux, 
Burgundy, and the Rhineland, seldom 
have organized tours. But your polite 
request for a visit will normally bring 
someone forth from the office to show 
you through the cellars and give you a 
taste of the new wine from the barrel. 


Language no barrier 


Only when you go with an introduc- 


tion and an appointment should you 
expect anything more — say a tasting 
of several wines, including older ones 
from the bottle. You still pay nothing, 
and generally there's no wine offered 
for sale. Language is not an insuperable 
barrier, English being spoken (at least 
broken) by someone at nearly every 
house. But knowing French or German, 
Spanish or Italian would enable you to 
hold more rewarding discussions of the 
wines in their respective countries.

Recipe for Week 


This is a surprise cake that revives 


through the years with variations. The 
surprise ingredient is tomato soup; 
believe it or not, the dessert turns out to 
be a luscious Tomato-Spice Cake. 


This recipe starts with a basic spice 


cake mix, but in former years a pancake 
mix was used or a cake was built from 
scratch. Here is today's version that 
can be turned into variations. The basic 
Tomato Spice Cake goes like this: 


TOMATO SPICE CAKE 


1 pkg. spice cake mix 
1 can tomato soup 
Vt cup water 
2 eggs 


Combine cake mix, tomato soup and 


water in bowl; blend thoroughly. Add 
eggs, if called for on package direction, 
otherwise omit. Mix well and bake 
according to package directions. Either 
pour batter into oblong baking pan, 
greased and floured, 8 x 13-inch size or 
two 8x8-mch size. Bake in preheated 
oven; follow package directions. 


CANDY-NUT CAKE 


Using the basic Tomato Spice Cake 


batter, fold in 1 cup chopped gumdrops 


and 1 cup chopped nuts. Pour batter 
into one oblong or one 9-inch tube pan 
and bake in preheated oven. At 350 
degrees, bake about 1 hour and 15 
minutes; at 375 degrees, bake one hour, 
or until cake tests done. 


MINCEMEAT CAKE 


Add 1 cup dry, condensed mincemeat 


to basic batter and 1 cup chopped nut- 
meats, if desired. Fold the mincemeat 
and nuts into tomato-spicecake batter. 
Bake in preheated oven at 350 degrees 
until cake tests done. The pans for 
mincemeat cake should be greased and 
floured The baking time takes about 
one hour and 15 minutes. 


Breakfast stew? 
Breakfast dull around your house? 


Leave the ham and eggs to someone 
else, and stir up a succulent "stew" 'of 
crab meat chunks, pureed tomatoes, 
onions, a hint of garlic and a sprinkling 
of parsley, all simmered together until 
hot, then flamed with brandy.

An irate reader sent me a copy of one 


of my recent articles about "How To 
Prepare Your Child for College." She 
underlined each mention of the word 
child in 'that piece, with pithy com-

a child?, 
ments on my sanity and intelligence 
scribbled into the margins. This reader 
assumed that a college-age person is no 
longer a "child." From time to time I 
have received similar criticism. It's time 
to clear up this misunderstanding. 


The word "child" has several mean- 


ings. It can refer to a stage of human 
development; to someone who is not 
yet adult or mature; who needs shelter 
and protection, love, care and educa- 
tion, and who is not yet able to shift for 
him —or herself outside the family. But 
it can also mean "offspring;" the fruit of 
parenthood. My "child" will still be my 
children when I am 118 years old and 
they are only 90. 


An inability to separate these two 


meanings of the same word lies at the 
root of some of the problems that affect 
many families. It confuses the rela- 
tionship between teen-agers, college 
age and older sons and daughters and 
their parents. Clearly they are no 
longer "children" in terms of their 
development. And at teen-age they are 
neither "immature" children nor ma- 
ture adults. But they are forever the 
children of their parents. 


In order to make young people feel 


that they are no longer children, we 
confuse them with the word "teen 
ager." It makes them feel that they are 
a tribe apart from the rest of humanity, 
and they sometimes behave like it. 
Their relationships to the responsibili- 
ties for the family do not end because 
they are no longer "children." 


Parents also are often mixed up 


about their mature children. Some 
parents, whose children have reached 
adulthood, confuse the special love and 
concern they owe them with a right 
that they no longer enjoy. They are not 
entitled to interfere with the adult 
independence 
of 
their 
mature 


"children." 


Parents and children should have and 


owe each other deep feelings, commit- 
ments and obligations. They owe one 
another first loyalty, ahead of any 
other, regardless of circumstances. This 
special relationship, ordained by na- 
ture, is the very essence of society and 
human culture. It is also the basis for 
the natural sense of family and com- 
munity that we owe, but do not always 


Horticulturist finds cranberry 
crop favorable to consumers 


The cranberry crop in Wisconsin is 


especially good this year. That means 
plenty of fresh cranberries and cran- 
berry products at reasonable prices, 
says George Klingbeil, extension hor- 
ticulturist at the University of Wis- 
consin-Extension. 


About 800,000 barrels of cranberries 


have been harvested this fall. Since 
almost 40 per cent of the crop is sold 
fresh on the market, Wisconsin con- 
sumers will have a large selection. 


Fresh cranberries are available in 


pound boxes or one-and three-pound 
polyethylene bags. 


When selecting cranberries, look for 


high color of bright or deep red. This 
means the cranberries are mature and 
of good quality. Check closely for 
spoilage. Cranberries will rot if kept in 
warm storage. 


Most of the cranberries on the 


market are of the Searles Jumbo 
variety. These can be identified by their 
bright color, firmness and large size. 


Natives are another variety availa- 


ble. They are the same wild cranberries 
early settlers in America found. Natives 
are smaller in size and very firm. 


Stevens berries are large, firm and 


meaty. They have beautiful color and 
keep well in storage. 


McFarlin and Howes cranberries are 


late ripening. They are firm, round and 
highly colored. 


Ben Leer cranberries are extremely 


high in color, but don't keep very long

Continuous-clean ovens may be 


damaged if you use a commercial oven 
cleaner on them, reports Mary Heisler, 
extension home economist of Fond du 
Lac County. The continuous-clean 
oven uses a chemical catalyst which is 
mixed into a coating bonded to the 
oven walls or panel's. This coating is 
rough in texture and has a dark, dull 
appearance. The catalyst oxidizes the 
soil, changing it to carbon compounds 
and carbon dioxide. This process takes 
place automatically when the oven 
temperature is 350 degrees and above. 


The interior surface area of a con- 


tinuous-clean oven is actually 40 to 80 
times greater than that of a regular 
oven. This is because the surface is 
made up of tiny "hills" and "valleys." 


Since the coating is somewhat 


porous, due to the hills and valleys, fat 
spots tend to spread on the coated 
surfaces and blend with the coloring of 
the coating as the oven heats. 
Frequently such soil is not completely 
oxidized because the build-up that oc- 
curs covers the catalyst, shutting off 
the oxygen, and rendering the catalyst 


ineffective, Miss Hiesler says. 


If the oven doesn't get clean enough 


to suit you, do not use oven cleaners. 
Oven cleaners are highly caustic. They 
may damage the tiny hills and valleys 
and then the cleaning process by the 
oven itself becomes ineffective. 


However, if you are unsatisfied with 


the job done by the oven itself, try this 
treatment: Spray the oven interior with 
a very light detergent cleaner and rub 
with a nylon-bristle brush. Do not use 
metallic soap pads or metal-bristle 
brushes because they may scratch the 
catalytic-coated surface, the home 
economist warns. 


Another simple oven-cleaning plan is 


to set the oven at 500 degrees for 20 to 
30 minutes. Some manufacturers 
recommend that the time period be 
extended to two hours. This technique 
will give some extra cleaning results.

State he/p on local faxes 


Much of the tub-thumping by politicians in an election season 


about the grievous local property tax crisis in Wisconsin is very 
nearly useless because of the refusal of most of them to 
recognize the bald reality that there are only two ways to relieve 
it. 


One would be by a deliberate contraction of the variety and 


extent of local government services which consume property 
tax levies, coupled with a resolve of the state to loosen the 
requirements that have been imposed from Madison to exacer- 
bate local tax resistance. But these are not realistic solutions. 
The electorate is surely more intimately informed about local 
budgets, local needs, and the records of local officials than about 
those in Madison or Washington. Yet the electoral process has 
not produced measurable results in local budget reduction in 
general. The only reasonable conclusion is that a majority of the 
people when they face the issue cannot truly conclude that they 
want to return to the quality or extent of local services of an 
earlier time. 


It is the second alternative route of local tax adjustment that 


will provide relief from the stress and disputation about local 
taxation. That is a transfer of the liability from a local to a 
broader base, which of course is precisely what is now under- 
way. There is something wrong with the push for a higher 
federal debt to provide the money for "federal revenue sharing" 
as a means of pacifying even slightly the local property tax- 
payer. But it is now here. It won't be rescinded, however 
-incongruous the whole affair appears to those of more old 
fashioned notions of fiscal morality. 


A second method of transfer of local spending liability is to the 


state tax base. That has been underway for three or four 
decades, with respect to the schools, for example, which 
collectively represent the most severe pressure on the property 
taxpayer. But it has been tinkering, for the most part. We cannot 
recall a campaign year during the last three decades when 
"school aid" wasn't the main battle-cry of candidates for the 
legislature. Yet today the ratio of state liability for the operation 
of the local schools is slight, and such increases as have been 
permitted are of less consequence in local taxes saved than state 
commands for more spending in the schools have meant in 
enlarged liability. 


Now Gov. Lucey's school finance commission, after a year of 


anxious tub-thumping, has hastily put together a "relief plan 
that reflects wholly a reliance upon the debt-generating 
"revenue sharing" campaign-year tool contrived in Washington, 
on the one hand, and an uncertain calculation of state treasury 
expectations, to put it mildly. Yet it is a piddling formula that has 
been trotted out. The average school tax rate will remain 15 
miles on full value, which will be severe by any historical 
measurement. It is temporizing. Notwithstanding, the report 
proposed state "spending controls" on the schools. 


True tax relief is available, but it will be difficult and that is 


precisely why politicians have danced so uncertainly to their 
own music for so long. The state could transfer the schools 
entirely to the state tax base, and take over control simul- 
taneously. That is the rule in other states. There is not another 
advanced nation in the world that taxes the homes and lawns of 
families to finance the schooling of their children. If local control 
is to be forfeited for a token increase in state tax support for the 
schools, thoughtful voters will wonder why the state should not 
be entirely responsible while providing meaningful reform of the 
iniquitous and archaic property tax.

Conta case upsets election laws 


MADISON — It is one of the melancholy 


ironies of the times that as thoughtful men all 
over America worry about the power of money 
in the electoral system and the abundant 
evidence of disregard for the letter and the 
spirit of the nominal control laws applying, the 
highest court of Wisconsin indifferently passes 
an opportunity to fortify those controls. 


The state court a few days ago in a few casual 


lines of text ruled that a Milwaukee candidate 
who failed to file a campaign 
expense 


statement as expressly required by law should 
not be punished. A reader of the opinion might 
get the idea that he was unfairly accused, 
indeed. 


The transgression was "insubstantial," a trial 


court and then the appeal court found. 


Rep. Dennis Conta had failed to file the 


statement, evidently feeling that it was not 
strictly needed because he intended to report 
no receipts or disbursements. 


But the legislature when it wrote the report- 


ing requirement into law many years ago in a 
spurt of reform enthusiasm did not permit 
exceptions. It simply asserted that everyone 
who runs for public office in this state in order 
to be- qualified to serve if elected must file 
statements with the secretary of state. At the 
time of its enactment, of course, candidates 


typically spent some money on their own ac- 
count. 


The idea of the reporting requirement — 


incorporated into what is suggestively called 
the "corrupt practices act" — was to let the 
prospective constituency of an elective officer 
know what expenditures were being made in 
his behalf. It was a time when enlightened 
public opinion was alarmed about the erosion 
of democratic principles by the power of money 
in elections. It was one of the innovative acts of 
its kind in America. 


Long ago that legislative intent was gutted 


by another State Supreme Court which held 
that a candidate could not be held accountable 
for what was being spent on his behalf by 
others. There developed the elaborate and 
preposterous fiction that the candidate didn't 
know about such auxiliary expenditures, and 
not knowing, could not be held accountable for 
them. 


The reality is that candidates know. The 


reality is that candidates see to it that such 
"voluntary" machinery is provided. The more 
important reality is that candidates, however 
unsophisticated, now operate on the assump- 
tion that money in the campaign treasury is at 
least as important as any other consideration in 
an election. 


Aspirants for obscure seats in the legislature 


now seek, and frequently are able to find, 
campaign budgets equal to those used by 
nominees for congressman only a few decades 


earlier. The other day the agent for a single 
lobbying group casually noted that he had 
given one candidate for a state legislative seat 
$2,900, or about a third of the annual salary 
equivalent of the job. 


Dennis Conta is held in respectful regard in 


the Capitol. He is intelligent, ambitious, 
energetic. Yet he defaulted on a basic 
requirement in his chosen work. As the court 
cursorily forgave his transgression, clerks in 
the State Elections Division were dispatching 
warnings to other negligent politicians. How 
much credence will they have, after the rule set 
down by the court? 


The brief decision of the court said that 


Conta should not be disqualified because his 
violation of law was "insubstantial." What is 
insubstantial? Elucidation would be useful. 
Would $100 or $500 or $1,000 qualify for the 
definition? And is it conceivable that an ambi- 
tious young politician who has been telling his 
friends for months that he had a hard campaign 
literally managed to get along without personal 
expenditures for his vote-getting effort? 


There has never been any provision for 


auditing of such expense accounts. The spirit of 
the law appears to be that the vigiliance of 
opponents will check false reporting or ou- 
tright defiance of the election code. Now poli- 
ticians have an assurance, in effect, that in the 
future they will have even less to worry about 
with respect to the letter as well as the spirit of 
the statute. 


Philippine martial law 


When he declared martial law in September, President Fer- 


dinand Marcos promised that a progressive program of land 
reform would be started throughout the Philippines. Now that 
program has been announced. 


The vast land holdings have been -broken up — or will be 


broken up —similarly to the way they were in Japan soon after 
the end of World War II and in Peru in the last few years. In the 
Philippines this is to mean that each tenant farmer will have a 12 
acre plot for which he is expected to pay rent to the former 
owner for fifteen years. The payments are to be guaranteed by 
cooperatives backed by government funds. The big landowners 
may retain up to 17 acres of the land "only on condition that they 
themselves till it or will now till or cultivate it." 


Meanwhile other aspects of Marcos' seizure of power have 


been taking place. Thousands of firearms have been "volun- 
tarily" turned in along with a great deal of ammunition. Now 
government authorities say they are conducting house to house 
searches for unauthorized weapons and penalties for hiding 
guns may be harsh. The private armies maintained by the 
wealthy and government figures have been outlawed but their 
demise not yet assured. Some of the fighting going on in 
outlying islands and reported as against Communists may be 
merely attempts to put down the bandit armies that have ruled 
in some districts, collecting toll and percentages from small 
businessmen and peasants in exchange for protection, 
presumably from the protectors themselves. 


The situation in" the Philippines, like that in several Latin 


American and African countries, has been condemned by the 
purists as "facist" takeovers from democratic regimes and the 
re-establishment of military rule. But things are not quite that 
simple. The Philippines did have civil freedom far greater than 
that of any other country in Asia with the possible exception of 
India. Its press was not government controlled and its economy 
was free enterprise which could only be called flagrant. Any 
regulations were generally ignored. Smuggling was accepted as 
a way of life for thousands. Robbery and murder were com- 
monplace. Things were getting progressively worse. 


As in so many developing countries the classic recipe as 


described by Aaron Wildavsky was portioned out. "Promise a 
lot; deliver a little. Teach people to believe that they will be much 
better off, but let there be no dramatic improvement. Try a 
variety of small programs but marginal in impact and severely 
underfinanced. Avoid any attempted solutions remotely com- 
parable in size to the dimensions of the problems you are trying 
to solve..." 


Aspiring leaders in poor countries have almost had to do 


exactly those things in order to gain power. Democracy as we 
understand it has little chance of success in view of the rising 
expectations that have accompanied the dimunition of the 
world through the simple fact of proximity. People led to believe 
that conditions will drastically change for the better almost 
•nvariably resort to violence when the promises can't be met. 


Americans should have patience with the Philippines — and 


with other countries where more restrictive governments have 
seized power such as in several parts of Africa and Latin 
America and most recently South Korea. In the efforts to restore 
Vietnam to some state of liveabiiity after the war we shouldn't 
automatically deplore authoritarian regimes in either the 
North or the South. The alternative for severai decades may well 
be constant revolution. 


A reader in Wisconsin asks me if I 


would comment on a subject that I long 
ago made a note to mention, but 
somehow failed to get it to the 
typewriter. She says: 


"I would appreciate getting your 


thoughts on the whole question of 
graduate degrees for teachers, par- 
ticularly of high school teachers, and 
the necessity for their having a Doc- 
torate. 


"Our Superintendent of Schools has 


a Doctorate (in Visual Aids, of all 
things!), and he believes very strongly 
that a Ph.D. degree automatically 
makes one a better teacher than 
another by mere possession of this 
degree. 


"Our school system has in the last 


few years lost a couple of very fine men 
who have their Master's degrees and 
are doing advanced study toward their 
Ph.D.'s. They are excellent teachers, 
both from the standpoint of knowing 
their subject and having wonderful 
rapport with young people. But these 
men have been replaced by others who 
are 'more qualified' — in other words, 
they have already earned their Ph.D.'s." 


In my view, the Ph.D degree is the 


most outrageous academic racket in 
the United States and has been for a 
long time. 


In a few fields the Ph.D. makes sense 


and carries some weight. But in most 
areas, it is meaningless, pretentious. 


and ludicrous —like the superintendent 
with a Ph.D in "Visual Aides." 


An advanced degree is especially 


irrelevant in the field of teaching, 
where personality, imagination, humor 
and the ability to communicate are 
what make a good teacher, not ad- 
vanced courses in the techniques of 
pedagogy. 


This is another example of the 


bureaucratization of our whole educa- 
tional system, which is run for the 
administrators and the degree collec- 
tors rather than for the students. The 
Superintendent this lady writes about 
does not want good teachers — he 
wants ones with impressive credentials, 
to make his system look better on 
paper. 


The Ph.D. has become a joke in most 


American universities, with dullards 
obtaining this degree in such fields as 
Physical Education, Recreation, and, 
for all I know, Rope-Splicing. Even a 
Ph.D. in journalism strikes me as a 
pompous inflation of a simple field of 
study. 


But teaching, particularly, is as much 


a matter of temperament and emo- 
tional balance as of intellectual 
achievement; and the only way to 
judge teachers is by their impact on the 
students, not at all by their plodding 
persistence in getting a Doctorate as 
empty in content as it is fraudulent in 
certification.

How many degrees 
does a teacher need? 


It's all over now. The election of 1972 


is a bunch of cigarette butts in yester- 
day's paper coffee cup. There's been a 
bit of pain for even the most pleasured 
of us, and a bit of pleasure even for the 
most pained. 


Mostly, though, there's relief that it's 


finally over. The politicians were get- 
ting stale, the ads were getting annoy- 
ing, the columnists repetitive. Rarely in 
American history has so little dragged 
on for so long. 


In Britain, Canada, France, Ger- 


many, Italy, Australia, Scandinavia or 
really anywhere else in the world, they 
know better. Parliament is dissolved, 
elections are called, and a new Prime 
Minister is decided upon within the 
space of a few weeks or months. People 
don't have so much time to get tired of 
their leaders, to see their dirty linen 
being hauled out, to get bored with the 
whole political process and deadened to 
its shortcomings. 


What would foreigners do? 


Are our politicians worse than those 


of other countries? I doubt it. What 
would the British, the Germans and the 
Canadians do to each other — what dirt 
would they uncover about their par- 
tisan foes — if all of a sudden their 
electoral systems were revamped to 
provide a year-long nomination and 
election process that puts a premium 
upon the destruction of leading poli- 
ticos? 


Eleven months have passed since the 


U.S. Presidential race got underway in 
late 1971. It is instructive to look at 
what happened, to review the political 
corpses laid out end to end from New 
Hampshire to California and back 
again. 


March: Edmund Sixtus Muskie, U.S. 


Senator from Main, puffed for several 
years by the Democratic Establishment 
and paraded around Washington as the 
King-in-waiting, broke down under 
pressure in front of the Manchester 
Union Leader 
building in 
New 


Hampshire and cried his way out of the 
race. By late April, he was finished and 
quit 


March: Republican Congressmen 


Pete McCloskey and John Ashbrook, 
the 
liberal 
and 
conservative 


challengers to President Nixon, fell 
before the White House juggernaut in 
the New Hampshire and Florida 
primaries, and dissension within the 
GOP was, for all practical purposes, 
terminated. 


April: New York City Mayor John V. 


Lindsay folded his Presidential tent 
after a Wisconsin Democratic primary 
defeat proving that the Presidency 
requires more than movie star looks. 


May: The man who won the most 


Democratic primary votes through 
mid-May, Alabama's 
George 
C. 


Wallace, was shot and dangerouslv 
wounded in Laurel, Md., effectively 
removing him from the race. 


June: Hubert Horatio Humphrey, ag- 


ing standard bearer of the big city, big 
labor era of the Democratic Party, met 
his Waterloo 
in 
the 
youthful, 


marijuana-scented California "Future 
Bowl." 


July: Poor Tom Ea'gleton became 


Vice Presidential nominee-for-a-day 
until Democratic nominee George 
McGovern got behind him 1,000 per 
cent. 


August: Polls showed Americans 


moving 1,000 per cent behind George 
McGovem. 


October: The glory of President 


Nixon's imminent landslide was badly 
tarnished by the emergence of the Wa- 
tergate and political sabotage network 
scandals. 


At Jong last.. 


Now it is November, and the whole 


process is mercifully over. 


What did it all achieve? 
Who among us has not seen his can- 


didate destroyed or at least impugned? 
Who among us lias not seen his beliefs 


short-changed or besmirched? Were 
these 11 months really necessary? 


From only one perspective, can it all 


be deemed useful. This year's verdict, 
more than most, has been carved, from 
a granite of electoral weariness, 
disenchantment and cynicism toward 
the promises, vistas and glamour with 
which we were so long deluged. It's 
been a purge of sorts, and now we are 
back to bedrock again, and the oppor- 
tunity to build from a solid rather than 
culturally ephemeral base. 


That building will come, I think. 


There will be new ideas and new com- 
mitments. The election process will 
change.

frameworks will be set in social 
bedrock. But that can wait. Right now, 
it is just good to have it all over with.

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A good deceptive ad 


is really hard to find

WASHINGTON - Pity the Con- 


sumer Federation ot America (CFA). It 
is having a difficult time finding just 
one advertisment that is deceptive. 


"If one doesn't turn up soon," it said 


in a recent newsletter to members, "we 
may get the idea none exist." It sug- 
gested that any suspected deceptive 
ads be sent to the Federation's office at 
1012 14th St. NW, Washington, D.C 
20005. 


Its tongue-in-cheek request is really 


referring to the Federation's failure to 
convince the National Advertising 
Division (NAD) of the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus that any of the 27 ads 
already submitted to it are in fact 
deceptive as the Federation claims. 


NAD is part of an ad industry or- 


ganization set up at the first of the year 
to help improve the believability of 
national advertising. It is a voluntary 
effort to clean up dishonest claims and 
thus head off some proposals to 
legislate "truth-in-advertising" like 
"truth-in-packaging." 


Many people were skeptical when 


the organization was created about a 
year ago. Erma Angevine, executive 
director of the CFA, said: 


"Frankly, we were skeptical. Yet, if 


we were wrong and industry could 
police itself, we were willing to be 
convinced." 


Her organization decided to make 


some tests. It sent detailed information 
to NAD on numerous advertisements 
which it felt were deceptive. To make 
the job easier, she said, complaints 
were limited to simple claims and 
included evidence to show where the ad 
was not truthful. 


Products included aspirin, pet food, 


shampoo, drain cleaner and deodorant 
items. So far, she has received replies 
on 11, all defending the integrity of the 
ad in question. 


She was particularly peeved about the 


response to her complaint about what 
she felt to be conflicting claims for five 
different gasolines. She said NAD had 
relied on company data rather than 
independent sources and did not 
answer her basic question. 


The question is how can a consumer 


choose between brands on the basis of 
the ad claims which often sound the 
same for different products. NAD 
replied that such a question is outside 
its capability, that its purpose is merely 
to determine the honesty and fairness 
of a particular ad. 


Other complainants have had better 


hick with NAD. In its first year of 
operation, it reported handling 337 
complaints, 72 of which were found 
justified. In all these cases, said the 
NAD report, the advertiser agreed 
either to withdraw the ad or modify it. 
But has not revealed names. 


It said 153 were still under investiga- 


tion and 112 were dismissed as un- 
warranted. Some of these, including 
ones submitted by CFA, have been 
appealed to a National Advertising 
Review Board NARB). Of six cases ap- 
pealed, four were sustained and two 
were upheld.

Joseph 
McCarthy. If a man had made the 
same speech, said the late Bernard M.

sons were known dead and divers 
searched for six others listed as 
missing today after a freighter 
slammed into the side of a highway 
bridge over the Brunswick River here 
Tuesday night. 


Gov. Jimmy Carter visited the scene 


of the tragedy and said the death toll 
may reach 12 or 15. 


The freighter African Neptune, 


loaded with naval stores, missed the 
raised span of the mile-long Sidney 
Lanier Bridge on U.S. 17 south of 
Brunswick as the vessel headed out 
of port on a swift outbound tide. 


Three spans on the south end of the 


15-year-old bridge were downed and 
the prow of the freighter was 
damaged considerably 


The ship's crew apparently tried to 


avert the collision by dropping 
anchor, but the anchor did not hold. 
A crew member later told the U.S. 
Coast Guard there was a steering 
failure as the 572-foot ship headed 
through the drawspan. 


Roscoe Tanner, drawspan operator, 


said the freighter missed by several 
hundred yards and "went plumb 


through" the bridge's south side. 


"It was pitch black," said D. J. 


Moore, a mechanical maintenance 
engineer. 


Darkness hampered initial rescue 


efforts, but helicopters and divers 
were called into help local rescue 
units. Officials said 10-11 cars and one 
jailer-tractor rig went into the river. 


George Kutchar, a 19-year-old 


shrimp boat worker, was among those 
called out for rescue duty. 


Suddenly, he said, "we saw several 


people floating in the water. We 
pulled up those we could. I pulled up 
this woman — her face was down — 
and when I got her in the boat...it was 
my grandmother!

They seemed more concerned 
about GOP hopes in the 1974 
gubernatorial race. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, con- 


sidered the leading Republican 
gubernatorial candidate, would only 
say the results in the state seemed

"It was not a coat-tail election,"

Steiger wins 
in 6th District

OSHKOSH —Rep. William A Steiger 


had expected a closer race Certainly 
not the overwhelming victory margin 
that Sixth District voters gave him 


William Steiger 


Tuesday, sending him back to a fourth 
consecutive term in Congress. 


He carried all ten counties in his 


district and came away with 65.5 per 
cent of the vote with most of the 
precincts counted. 


Steiger's margin over his Democratic 


party rival, Menasha Mayor James 
Adams, was 130,099 votes to 63,314. The 
American Party candidate, Mrs. Valeria 
Sitter, received 4,360. 


"Hard work paid off," said the 34- 


year-old congressman who now gets a 
chance to return to his spot on the 
House Education and Labor Committee 
for the 93rd session of Congress 


It was not the largest Steiger victory 


margin. He won with 68 per cent of the 
vote in 1970. But it still surprised him 
because of new district boundaries that 
had added five new counties, including 
Democratic Manitowoc, to the district, 
and had subtracted two others that had 
always given Steiger good victory 
margins. 


"My opponent blew it," he observed 


early Wednesday morning, as the last 
of the returns were being watched by 
the few Steiger supporters still remain- 
ing

headquarters 


Steiger's victory margin was with all 


but one voter precinct in the district 
reporting. Mrs. Sitter's total was more 
than double what the American Party 
congressional candidate in this district 
received in 1970. The 4,360 votes was 
with 98 per cent of the precincts 
reporting. 


"The apparent sole motivation of my 


opponent was destruction and smear," 
observed Steiger, and "voters have 
reacted to that kind of a campaign." 


Adams had attacked Steiger for his 


involvement with two Arizona land

SIOUX FALLS, S.D. (AP) - George 


McGovern's long day's journey ended 
at 10:37 Tuesday night in cheers and 
tears for a desperate odyssey that 
produced the penultimate but not the 
ultimate miracle. 


The tall man from South Dakota, 


as mute and earnest as the day he 
started 22 months and 300,000 miles 
before, gave up his quest for the 
presidency in a grim old arena used 
for livestock shows and dances The 
next scheduled attraction is Grand Ole 
Opry. 


They were shouting "We want 


George" louder and more passionately 
than ever when he appeared on the 
platform to announce that the fight 
was over. The man who was rated 
lowest in the polls when he started, 
the man who was able to come from 
nowhere to beat 11 other Democrats 
for the nomination, was not, it turned 
out overwhelmingly, the man who 
could beat Richard Nixon 


As usual, McGovern was composed 


in defeat He stood before a semicircle 
of family. Four daughters were 
fighting a. losing battle against tears. 
His wife, Eleanor, was barely holding 
her own. 


"Congratulations on your victory," 


McGovern told President Nixon in a 
telegram the crowd had long dreaded 


heanng. "I hope in the next four years 
you will lead us to a time of peace 
abroad and justice at home. You have 
my full support in such efforts." 


"Do not despair of the political 


process," McGovern told his des- 
pairing young campaign workers, 
many ot whom had been told the 
same thing in 1968 — the year Robert 
Kennedy was killed and Eugene 
McCarthy was defeated. 


It was Adlai Stevenson whose 


example had inspired George 
McGovern to leave the comfortable 
abstractions of college teaching for 
the hand-to-hand combat of politics 
And it was Adlai Stevenson who 
McGovern recalled tonight, Stevenson 
who in defeat remembered Abe Lin- 
coln's story about the boy who 
stubbed his toe but was too old to 
cry and too hurt to laugh 


"The presidency belongs to 


somebody else," McCovem said, "but 
we'll shed no tears I'm positive our 
efforts will bear fruit for years to 
come." 


"Seventy-six1 Seventy-six1" his sad 


but still yearning audience shouted 
But they would not get George 
McGovern four years from now, he 
has said he will not run again for 
president, and seems to mean it 


When did George McGovern first 


realize what the rest of the^country 
seemed to know — that he would 
lose? To the end, all his public state- 
I 


ments were bravely optimistic. But 
what was he telling himself? 


"He actually gave up the ghost two 


or three days ago," a senior campaign 
aide said. "But he did not indicate it 
to the staff until last night " 


On the last day of the journey of 


660 days, George McGovern appeared 
more relaxed and good humored than 
at any Ume in recent weeks. He went 
home to vote, in the little town of 
Mitchell on the great back of the 
Plains He drove by the church where 
his father had preached, and he 
lectured students on history and 
government at his alma mater, 
Dakota Wesleyan 


At the polling booth m the Sunday- 


school at the Congregational Church. 
he noted it was "a unique experience 
to see myself at the top of a long list 
of distinguished candidates " 


At the college, he joked abou* a 


proposition on the South Dakota' 
ballot Whether Jo outlaw the hunting 
of doves 


"I ve hunted most of my life," he 


said, "but I'm also known as a dove 
I thought -ibom n real hard and 
finally came down on the sidf> of the 
doves" 


His easier manner and humor 


throughout election day suggested a 
man already relieved of a burden, not 
only the burden of campaign finally 
ended but the burden of a victory he 
would not win. 


Democrats kept firmly in control of 
Congress. 


Only Massachusetts and the District 


of Columbia withstood the Nixon tide 
Tuesday and wound up in Democrat 
George McGovern's almost invisible 
column. 


Nixon's- 521-17 electoral vote 


majority 
over 
McGovern 
rivaled 


Franklin D. Roosevelt's 1936 victory 
of 523 to 8 over Alf Landon. The 
Republican President, scoring his 
greatest personal triumph, won about 
61 per cent of the popular vote, 
matching Lyndon B. Johnson's 61.1 
per cent eight years ago. 


But the Democrats picked up a net 


of two seats in the Senate to widen 
their control there to 57 to 43, gained 
a net of one governorship when 
Daniel Walker edged GOP incumbent 
Richard Ogilvie, and lost about a 
dozen seats m the House. 


"This is a personal triumph for Mr 


Nixon—and not a party triumph," said 
Republican National Chairman Robert 
J Dole. 


With 95 per cent of the nation's 


precincts counted, the popular vote 
stood- 
. Nixon 44,506,019, or 61 per cent. 


McGovern 27,706,816, or 38 per cent.. 
Though totals were incomplete, the. 


vote appeared to have fallen well 
short of the 80 million to 85 million 
predicted for the first presidentiaj 
election open to 18-year-olds. A 
projection by the National Broad- 
casting Co. put it at barely one million 
more than the 73 million who voted 
in 1968 


As mounting returns proclaimed he 


had won overwhelmingly what both 
contenders had termed "the contest 
of the century," Nixon told the nation 
by television from his White House 
office that now "it is time to get on 
with the great tasks that lie before 
us." 


Then, he drove with Mrs. Nixon to 


a downtown Washington hotel. Joined 
by victorious Republican running- 
mate Spiro T. Agnew, he appeared 
before a crowd c h a n t i n g the 
Republican campaign slogan of "four

MILWAUKEE (AP) - President 


Nixon carried Wisconsin Tuesday in 
his nationwide landslide election, 
winning a state that forces of 
Democratic challenger George 
McGovern had counted on heavily. 


The frequent campaigning, the early 


start, the Vietnam war issue, and the 
upwards of an estimated 35,000 
campaign workers failed to pay off for 
the South Dakota Democrat in 
Wisconsin. 


Nixon took all but eight of the 


state's 82 counties. He lost tradit- 
ionally Democratic Milwaukee and 
Dane counties and a scattering of 
thinly populated counties in the north. 


With 3,315 of the state's 3,341 wards 


reporting, the unofficial count was: 


Nixon: 978,138 or 54 per cent 
McGovern: 803,172 or 44 per cent 
Running third was the American 


Party candidate. Rep. John Schmitz of 
California, a Milwaukee native, with 
47,173 or 2 per cent 


A record total of more than 


1,800,000 voted.

BRILLION —Unofficial figures show 


that electors in the Brillion Joint School 
District approved a $1 million bond 
issue for a school construction by a slim 
59 vote margin. 


Tabulation shows 1,010 votes favor- 


ing the bonding, 951 in opposition, and 
84 blank ballots. 


Passage of the referendum means the 


district will proceed with the building 
plans which includes a new gym- 
nasium, cafeteria, locker and storage 
space. In addition, the bonding will 
cover the cost of finishing the basement 
of the 1969 addition estimated at 
$200,000. 


The expansion will relieve many of 


the serious problems now existing 
including a lack of adequate gym space. 


Currently all grade school physical 


education classes are being conducted 
in a basement area. Injuries due to the 
concrete floor have been reported and 
noise and lack of ventilation compound 
the problem. Use of the space as a gym 
also is in violation of state statutes. 


More cafeteria space was viewed by 


board members as an essential. Current 
facilities double as classroom space, 
resulting in lunch time for some of the 
students on a staggered program to be 
cut very short. 


The home economics department is 


currently wedged in among grade 
school classrooms and will be moved to 
the basement of the 1969 addition. 
Other new classrooms also will be built 
in that area. 


Electors at each annual meeting 


since 1968 have voted to levy $4 per 
$1,000 equalized value for debt service. 
Figures show a banalce of $95,782 
which can be applied to the building 
project. The 4 mills levied in 1972 will 
produce $112,720 over and above the 
amount needed to pay the old debt next 
year. First year interest on the new 
bond is estimated at $54,400 leaving 
$58,220 to apply directly to construc- 
tion. Seegar Swanson of Ehlers and 
Associates, financial consultants, has 
commented that the long-range plan- 
ning in 1968 will result in a savings of 
$148,500 in interest. The district, he 
commented, has the capability to 
finance the project without an addi- 


tional increase in the tax rate and could 
also undertake another project in the 
$1 million range in 1976 and still main- 
tain the $4 per $1.000 rate debt service. 


Construction is expected to start 


next spring.with use of the facilities 
anticipated in the fall of 1974.

CLINTONVILLE —Amending of the 


zoning ordinance Tuesday night by the 
common council will now permit the 
president of the NuCraft Corp. to install 
a mobile home at his factory site. 


The NuCraft Corp. is located in the 


former HGC (Hansen Glove Corp.) 
building on Seventh Street, which it is 
buying from the city of Clintonville. 


The request of Ralph Johnson, the 


NuCraft president, was first made Oct. 
3 when he sought permission to install 
the mobile home for his family's living 
quarters while he was getting his 
business established. Because the 
business site is zoned for industrial use, 
the council referred the matter to the 
ordinance committee for study and a 
recommendation. 


City Attorney Ralph Lauer, at the 


Oct. 3 meeting, pointed out that no 
dwelling (house or mobile home) may 
be placed on the property in an indus- 
trial zoned area unless a change was 
made by an amendment to the or- 
dinance. 


At a special council meeting Oct. 18, 


the ordinance committee turned the 
matter back to the council without a 
recommendation. 


At another special council meeting 


Oct. 23, the council passed a motion 
that an amendment to the zoning or- 
dinance to allow mobile homes within 
the industrial area be referred to the 
planning commission and the or- 
dinance committee to prepare such an 
ordinance. 


After the council convened Tuesday 


night, the meeting was recessed for a 
public hearing for the purpose of con- 
sidering an acting upon the adoption of 
an ordinance incorporating proposed 
changes to the zoning ordinance, to 
include permitted uses therin described 
"mobile home residential use." 


This was a unanimous recommenda- 


tion from a joint meeting of the plan- 
ning commission and ordinance com- 
mittee. The notice of the public hearing 
had the word "conditional" uses and 
this was changed, as recommended, to 
"permitted" uses to expedite the mat- 
ter. If the ordinance was adopted by 
amending it by adding "conditional" 
uses to include mobile home residence, 
another public hearing would have 
been required. 


Approximately 15 spectators were 


present for the public hearing, but no

represent the aclual cosi of work done 
during the past fiscal year for which the 
county was reimbursed by the state, 
towns and villages. 


Winter maintenance of county roads 


for 3973 is anticipated for $265.540. 
However, the highway departmenl ex- 
pects to have a $34.930 surplus in this 
year's snow removal account at the end 
of the year and is asking for an 
appropnation of $231,000 for next year.

Is this consumer protection? 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


Recently our state legislators passed 


a law pertaining to consumer protec- 
tion. This is the law to protect us from 
others and apparently from ourselves. 
Among the many new and drastic 
regulations that this bill covers are two 
which I feel the public, particularly that 
group who buy on credit, may not be 
fully aware of. First, will all the people 
who have bought on credit, any item, 
with a cost which entailed financing for 
longer than 24 months, raise their 
collective hands. Good! Secondly, will 
all the people who make 
credit 


purchases of under $700 or borrow 
money up to that amount and can only 
afford to pay it off at a rate which 
would cover 36, 48 or more months, 
raise their hands. Great! In both of the 
above cases, thousands of Post-Cres- 
cent readers had their hands raised or 
at least —their eyes twitched a little bit. 
You have all — every last one of you — 
had your day. They have decided that 
you shouldn't be doing things like that. 
I must now interject this. Will everyone 
in the Post-Crescent readership who 
know who they are, get together and 
have it out with they. The reason being, 
they have, as of October 1, 1972, effec- 
tive March 1, decided that you do not 
know what you need or what you can 
honestly pay for and they have decided 
that best they decide for you. They also 
decided that 1% per month on the un- 
paid balance was too simple and did not 
really discourage you from making 
credit purchases on regular conditional 
sales contracts or on revolving charge 
accounts, Sooooooooo — they raised 
the interest on all credit purchases 
under $700 to 114% per month or almost 
18% per year. 


Now let's take an example. You need 


and would enjoy a new refrigerator, 
cost $399 in the good old days, before 
they took over your decision making. 
This could have been financed through 
your local dealer and in turn your local 
bank for approximately 1% per month 
or less on the unpaid balance and paid 
for over 36 months. Most of us could 
handle that and possibly a little would 
be available for another needed item 
requiring payments each month. But 
they say No-No. As of March 1, 1973, 
the same $399 refrigerator is sold at the 
same price, but they now say you must 
pay for it in no more than 25 months, 
and this is the stinger, not at 1% per 
month, but ll/2% per month or almost

Many, 
many small businesses in the Post 
Crescent area will be drastically cur- 
tailed including your credit unions who 
must now adhere to the new regulation. 
TV — appliances — furniture — used 
cars. — boats — motors — snowmobiles 
— all the pleasurable, fun items as well 
as many household necessities have 
fallen into the no-no class, unless you 
can handle it according to the way they 
dictate, and at a 50% interest rate 
increase. 


One more point — will all union
